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Europeans 
talk  tough 
on  terror 

STRASBOURG,  France  (AP).  - 
The  European  Parliament  called 
Thursday  on  the  governments  of  the 
1*.  Common  Market  nations  to  set-up 
a  central  anti-terrorist  office  and  to 
strengthen  extradition  treaties. 

In  a  resolution  adopted  by  an 
overwhelming  majority,  the  EC 
legislature  reacted  angrily  to  the  re¬ 
cent  wave  of  terrorism.  But  it  also 
condemned  the  EC  for  failing  to 
cooperate  in  combating  terrorism. 

The  parliament  appealed  to  Arab 
countries  to  “distance  themselves 
unequivocally**  from  the  terrorist 
attack  of  recent  days  and  to  “deprive 
terrorist  organizations’*  of  their 
logistical  support. 

The  hijacking  last  Friday  of  a  Pan 
Am  jetliner  in  Karachi  and  the 
Attack  on  a  Jewish  congregation  at 
ah  Istanbul  synagogue  the  following 
day  and  an  explosion  at  a  Paris  post 
office  last  Tuesday  claimed  nearly  50 
hves. 

/  “Only  a  decisive  action  at  the 
European  level"  can  deal  with  ter¬ 
rorism.  Derek  Prag,  a  British  Con¬ 
servative,  said  in  parliament. 

‘  The  parliament's  resolution  said 
the  Arab- Israeli  conflict  is  at  the  root 
yf  the  international  terrorism  and 
urged  the  EC  foreign’ ministers  to 
-initiate  genuine  community  in¬ 
volvement”  in  the  Middle  East 
peace  negotiations. 

Only  the  Communist  group  voted 
against  the  emergency  motion  car¬ 
ried  by  193  votes  to  II  with  one 
absten  tion,  which  regretted  previous 
declarations  by  EC  foreign  ministers 
on  the  issue  had  not  resulted  in, 
concrete  action.

Dow  plunges 

The  Dow  Jones  Industrial  Aver¬ 
age  plunged  87.  points  yesterday  —  its 
sharpest  one-day  loss  ever  -  as -a 
wave  of  panic  selling  gripped  the 
New  York  Stock  Exchange. 

The  Dow,  the  most  widely  fol-. 
towed  market  indicator,  ended  trad¬ 
ing  yesterday  at  1793.  as  the  number 
of  shares  changing  hands  in  the  mar¬ 
ket  approached  a  record  high.  Trad- 
cis  attributed  the  massive  seu-on 
largely  to  concern'  over  rising  in¬ 
terest  rates.

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Palestinian  issue  dominates  s

Prime  Minister  Shimon  Peres,  at  the  end  of  his  first  day 
of  talks  with  Egyptian  President  Hosni  Mubarak,  told 
reporters  late  -last  night  that  Mubarak  had  not  tried  to 
press  him  to  deviate  from  the  national  unity  government 
guidelines  on-the  Palestinian  question. 

Mubarak,  speaking  separately  to  newsmen  after  last 
night’s  talks, -praised  Israel  for  its. flexibility  on  the 
Palestinian  issue  and  criticized  the  PLO  and  the  other 
Arab  states  for  their  intransigence. 

“The  Israeli  position  is  improving  alert  concerning  the 
Palestinians,”  Mubarak  told  newsmen  at  the  end  of  his 
three-hour  meeting  with  Peres,  which  was  dominated  by 
the  Palestinian  issue.  He  did  not  elaborate,  but  referred 
newsmen  to  the  joint  communique  planned  for  the  end  of 
tire  summit  today.  Israeli  and  Egyptian  officials  were  still 
/working  hard  last  night  to  hammer  out  the  communique. 

Peres,  however,  said  that  for  lack  of  time  a  joint 
communique  might  not  be?  issued.  But  he  stressed  that  in 
most  matters  of  principle  “understanding  had  been 
readied.’*  -  - 

.  Mubarak  was -highly  critical  of  the  PLO  and  Arab 
states  for.  tbetr  attitude.  He  told  reporters  that  recent 
political  actions  by  the  PLO  should  be  criticized,  saying; 


“We  mustn't  ask  Israel  to  make  the  effort  (for  peace) 
alone.” 

He  dammed  the  PLO  for  freezing  the  Amman  agree¬ 
ment,  signed  between  King  Hussein  and  PLO  chairman 
Yasser  Arafat  on  February  11,  1985.  in  which  the  PLO 
committed  itself  to  coordinate  its  political  line  with  the 
king.  The  freezing  of  this  agreement  “has  put  us  in  a 
difficult  position  while  we  are  proceeding  in  our  talks  to 
solve  the  Palestinian  question,”  Mubarak  said. 


Jordanian-Palesiinian  participation  in  broader  peace 
negotiations. 

Mubarak  said  also  that  Egypt  and  Israel  did  not  differ 
much  over  an  imemationaf  Middle  East  peace  confer¬ 
ence. 

“There  are  no  large  differences  concerning  the  inter¬ 
national  conference/*  a  smiling  Mubarak  told  reporters. 

“The  international  conference  is  on  the  agenda  but 
this  should  not  negate  the  need  for  direct  negotiations/'

ALEXANDRIA.  -  The  palms  swayed  gently  in  the  Mediterranean 
breeze  outride  the  ornate  Ras  A-Teq  palace  yesterday,  bat  no  Israeli  flag 
rustled  in  the  wind. 

Rut  was  foe  scene  as  several  hundred  journalists  waited  for  Prime 
Minister  Peres  and  his  entourage  to  arrive  for  his  summit  talks  with 
President  Mnbarak. 

Just  one,  barely  discernible  Israeli  flag  could  be  found:  on  Ambassador 
'  Moshe  Sasson’s  limousine,  parked  in  the  courtyard. 

Finally,  aswfote-unifbnned  Egyptian  sailors  stood  with  their  musical 
instruments^  three  large  helicopters  hovered  into  view  over  the  palace's 
dome  and  crenellated  walls,  descending  onto  the  grass  amid  the  courtyard 

palms : 

Still  no  Israeli  flag  was  to  be  seen. 

Israeli,  western  and  Egyptian  journalists  fidgeted  beside  the  main 
entrance,  craning  their  necks  to  see  who  would  emerge  from  each 
helicopter. 

-  Hist  emerged  Peres’s  sain  guests  -  Knesset  Foreign  Affairs  and 
Defence  Committee  chairman  Abba  Eban  (who  bad  been  asked  by  Peres 
to  be  inchtded  in  the  entourage)  and  MK  Dan  Meridor,  Peres's  token 
likud  party  representative!  Then  came  Minister  without  Portfolio  Ezer 

-  Weizman  and  the  directors-general  of  the  Prime  Minister’s  Office  and  the

.  As  if  by  magic,  two  large  flags  suddenly  rose  above  the  walls  over  the 
main  entrance: to foe  palace,  foe  Israeli  and  Egyptian  national  flags. 

Ranks  of  naval  cadets  presented  arms  smartly  and  Hatikva  was  played 
by  foe  brass  band,  followed  by  foe  Egyptian  national  anthem. 

The  palace  has  played  an  important  role  in  Egyptian  history.  It  was 
birilt  in  1909  by  Mohammed  AH,  the  Albanian-born  officer  who  founded 
the  Egyptian  royal  family- 

It  was  from  Ras  a-Tin  that  the  country’s  last  monarch.  King  Farouk, 
sailed  into  mole  aboard  bis  private  yacht  in  1952  after  a  group  of  military 
\  officers  led  by  General  Naguib  and  Gamal  Abdel-Nasser  forced  him  to 
'  abdicate.  •  _ 

Peres.,  flanked  by  Egyptian  Premier  Afi  Lntfi  and  led  by  a  goose-, 
stepping  officer  with  a  sword,  inspected  the  guard  and,  tunnng  sharply 
right,  hailed  the  waiting  Israeli  journalists  with  a  “shalom”  and  strode 
■  into  foe  main  building. 

There  Peres  lunched  with  Lutfi,  followed  by  talks  between  Peres  and 
his  entourage  and  the  head  of  the  Egyptian  government — sans  President 
Mubarak. .  . 

Despite  the  absence  of  flags  and  of  Mubarak,  foe  arrival  of  Peres,  under 
a  dear  bine  sky,  in  foe  courtyard  of  the  imposing  palace  was  a  moving 
moment. 

Jerusalem  Post  Reporter  adds  from  Ben-Gurion  Airport: 

At  the  airport  before  leaving,  Peres  said;  The  government  of  Israel  is 
determined  to  develop  bilateral  relations  between  our  two  countries  and 
to  make  every  effort  to  expand  foe  circle  of  peace  in  our  region  while 
resolving  foe  Palestinian  problem.”

Peres  said  that  he  and  Mubarak  agreed  in  principle  on 
an  international  conference,  but  said  that  some  “minor” 
differences  existed  on  technical  matters.  Peres  conceded 
that  Mubarak  still  insists  on  the  participation  of  foe 
permanent  members  of  foe  UN  Security  Council,  includ¬ 
ing  the  Soviet  Union. 

While  hopeful  that  an  international  conference  would 
be  convened  in  the  foreseeable  future,  Peres  said  that 


one  major  component  -  the  Palestinians  -  was  still 
missing.  The  main  problem  was  the  basic  difference  in 
viewpoints  between  Jordan  and  the  PLO.  “The  problem 
is  not  in  Israeli  policy-making,  but  in  the  Arab  world.”  he 
said. 

Peres  emphasized  that  the  international  conference, 
which  after  an  initial  meeting  would  break  up  into 
regional  committees,  would  not  have  the  power  to 
dictate  conditions  or  a  settlement. 

^  On  bilateral  relations.  Peres  said  that  they  had  been 
“rusty'*  but  now,  during  foe  summit,  they  were  rehabili¬ 
tated.  “I  bad  not  imagined  that  there  would  be  such 
hospitality  and  warmth.”  be  said. 

Peres  said  that  he  and  Mubarak  had  "talked  about 
everything- just  about”  including  the  Iraq- Iran  war,  and 
Libya's  recent  offer  to  China  for  union.  He  revealed  this 
last  piece  of  information  with  a  smile  on  his  face. 

Peres  revealed  that  on  his  trip  to  the  U.S.  next  week  he 
would  not  ask  for  greater  American  involvement  in  the 
Middle  East  peace  process  and  said  that  he  understood 
foe  American  influence  on  this  point.

U.S.  may 
upgrade 
Israel  status

WASHINGTON.  -  The  Reagan 
Administration  yesterday  promised 
Defence  Minister  Yitehak  Rabin 
that  it  would  seriously  consider 
Israel's  request  for  official  recogni¬ 
tion  as  "a  major  non-Nato  ally.” 

.  Meeting  with  Israeli  reporters  fol¬ 
lowing  his  sessions  with  Defence 
Secretary  Caspar  Weinberger  and 
Secretary  of  State  George  Shultz. 
Rabin  said  that  he  was  not  offered 
any  flat  promise  that  Israel  would 
eventually  obtain  this  changed  status 
in  foe  relationship. 

“But  they  promised  to  give  it  their 
full  consideration,”  he  said,  noting 
that  such  a  change  would  open  the 
door  to  considerable  economic  and 
military  benefits  for  Israel. 

The  need  foT  Israel  to  obtain 
“equal  treatment”  with  America's 
Nato  allies  in  purchasing  U.S. 
weapons  and  in  winning  U.S.  de¬ 
fence  contracts.  Rabin  said,  was 
thoroughly  discussed  during  his  ses¬ 
sions  at  foe  Pentagon,  foe  State 
Department  and  the  White  House. 

Rabin  also  met  yesterday  with 
National  Security  Adviser  John 
Poindexter  and  is  due  to  meet  today 
with  Vice  President  George  Bush.

ALEXANDRIA.  -  The  comprvmis 
agreement  on  the  Taba  issue  signed 
yesterday  in  Cairo  at  2:30  a.m.  was 
made  possible  by  the  magic  words 
“approximate  locations”  -  two 
words  that  took  Israeli  and  Egyptian 
negotiators  11  days  to  hammer  out. 
The  compromis  document,  which 
has  not  been  released  at  Egyptian 
insistence,  is  eight  pages  long  and 
comprises  two  sections:  foe  ques¬ 
tions  foe  sides  will  place  before  foe 
arbitrators  and  tbe  replies  of  the  two 
countries  to  those  questions.  Israeli 
and  Egyptian  officials  yesterday  said 
that  foe  arbitration  process  could 
take  as  long  as  a  year. 

For  the  past  five  days,  as  the  dock 
for  tbe  scheduled  summit  between 
Prime  Minister  Peres  and  President 
Mubarak  was  running  out.  nego¬ 
tiators  spent  18  to  20  hours  a  day 
searching  for  a  mutually  acceptable 
formula  foal  would  answer  Egypt's 
demand  that  Israel  name  a  spedfic 
spot  where  it  believes  foe  Taba  bor¬ 


der  should  pass,  and  Israel's  position 
that  no  specific  spot  be  named  since 
it  is  not  sure  where  foe  1906  border 
line  is.  It  was  not  until  10  p.m. 
Wednesday  night,  after  tremendous 
American  pressure  was  placed  on 
both  sides,  that  foe  Egyptians  agreed 
to  the  term  “approximate  locations” 
that  finally  resolved  the  issue.  To 
narrow  the  terra,  Israel  named  two 
spots.  60  metres  apart,  where  it 
believes  border  marker  No.  91 
should  be. 

Also  under  discussion  in  recent 
days  was  the  question  of  who  the 
arbitrators  would  be.  On  Tuesday 
morning,  negotiators  agreed  to  two 
international-  arbitrators,  who  have 
yet  to  be  publicly  named,  and  agreed 
that  the  two  would  select  a  third 
arbitrator.  The  selection  will  not  be 
subject  to  either  Israeli  or  Egyptian 
approval.  In  addition  to  the  three 
international  arbitrators,  one  Egyp¬ 
tian  and  one  Israeli  will  participate  in 
foe  arbitration.  Israel's  representa¬ 
tive  will  be  Ruth  Lapidot.  formerly 
the  Foreign  Ministry's  legal  adviser. 

The  signing  ceremony  at  the  Mena 


House  Hotel  was  scheduled  for 
11 :30  p.m..  but  was  held  up  for  three 
hours  because  the  Egyptians  had 
“forgotten”  to  type  up’  the  agree¬ 
ment.  U.S.  special  envoy  Richard 
Murphy,  who  played  a  crucial  role  in 
reaching  the  agreement,  waited  with 
delegates  from  both  countries  and 
about  40  journalists  from  around  the 
world  for  the  documents  to  arrive. 

The  delegates  then  sat  at  three 
separate  tables  -  the  Israelis  on  the 
left,  the  Americans  in  the  centre  and 
the  Egyptians  on  the  right.  Avraham 
Tamir,  Director-General  of  (he 
Prime  Minister’s  Office,  made  the 
speech  on  behalf  of  Israel,  and  not 
the  Foreign  Ministry’s  David  Kim- 
che.  who  had  been  Israel's  chief 
negotiator. 

Speaking  later  on  Israel  Radio, 
Kimche  said:  “It  seems  we  got  more 
or  less  what  we  wanted  in  these  last 
talks.  We  had  a  certain  conception, 
and  we  stick  to  that  conception.  The 
arbitrators  are  well-known  persona¬ 
lities  in  their  field,  that  is.  we  are 
speaking  about  legal  experts  who

Two  SLA  men  killed  in  clash  with  Shi’ites

Two  Southern  Lebanon  Army  sol¬ 
diers  were  killed  yesterday  in  the 
security  zone  when  "their  hilltop  posi¬ 
tion  came  under  a  pre-dawn  attack 
by  foe  Shi'ite  Islamic  Resistance 
militias.  SLA  sources  said. 

Five  Nepalese  Unifil  soldiers  were 
wounded  in  ensuing  crossfire  from 
an  SLA  reprisal  launched  shortly 
after  the  Shi’ites  tried  to  ovemin 


Hikban  hill  southeast  of  Tyre. 

Three  Shi’ites  were  also  killed  in 
the  hilltop  raid,  Lebanese  sources 
said.  The  Islamic  Resistance  in¬ 
cludes  members  of  Hizbollah  and 
Amal  militias. 

The  wounded  Unifil  soldiers  were 
taken  to  Unifil's  Nakoura  hospital 
where  all  were  reported  to  be  out  of 
danger,  according  to  foe  UN  spokes¬ 
man. 


Some  of  the  more  hazardous  posi¬ 
tions  held  by  Unifil  troops  may  be 
eliminated,  said  Marrack  Gouiding. 
UN  Undersecretary-General,  in  an 
interview  published  in  Beirut  yester¬ 
day. 

“We  cannot  allow  our  men  to 
continue  being  fired  on  like  rabbits," 
Gouiding  told  the  pro-Moslem  pap¬ 
er  A-Safir  referring  to  a  series  of 
recent  attacks.

Lev  reviewed  foe  misconduct  allega¬ 
tions. 

:  The  first  and  most  serious  con- 
cemed  criminal  offences.  Suissa  was 
accused  by  three  Prisons  Service 
/officials,  who  were  transferred  from 
/their  posts  three  months  ago.  of 
forgery,  fraud  and  bribery.  These 
allegations  had  been  submitted  to 
the  police,  who  found  no  grounds  for 
prosecution. 

The  second  allegation  concerned 
inaccurate  and  misleading  informa¬ 
tion  given  by  Suissa  to  foe  police 
minister.  Suissa  was  said  to  have 
1  changed  statistics  concerning  prison 
escapes  and  suicides,  for  example. 
.Bar-Lev,  Adan  and  Suissa,  agreed. 


Bar-Lev  said,  that  inaccurate  and 
misleading  information  had  been 
submitted  to  foe  police  minister,  but 
while  Suissa  said  this  was  foe  result 
of  negligence,  Adan  believed  it  was 
premeditated. 

The  third  and  fourth  allegations 
concerned  favouritism  Suissa  had 
shown  to  certain  prisoners  and  hiring 
employees  who  were'  either  relatives 
or  friends  of  his.  Bar-Lev  said  Suissa 
denied  these  allegations.  Adan’s  re¬ 
port  found  that  Suissa  had  hired 
persons  who  did  not  meet  recruit¬ 
ment  standards:  they  did  not  have 
the  necessary  educational  back¬ 
ground  or  had  not  served  in  foe  IDF. 
Suissa  had  explained  that  he  had 
given  these  persons  a  chance  to 


prove  themselves  and  had  fired 
those  who  were  found  unfit. 

Suissa  also  admitted,  said  Bar- 
Lev,  that  he  had  allowed  some  pris¬ 
oners  and  their  relatives  “freedom  of 
movement.”  Some  prisoners  who 
were  his  relatives  were  sometimes 
allowed  to  go  on  leave  and  their 
relatives  were  allowed  to  visit  them 
in  violation  of  regulations. 

Suissa,  said  Bar-Lev.  justified 
what  he  had  done  on  humanitarian 
grounds.  The  minister  later  told  re¬ 
porters:  “His  misconduct  was  the 
result  of  his  soft  heart.” 

The  fifth  allegation  concerned 
Suissa’s  extra-man  tal  relations.  Bar- 
Lev  rejected  these  allegations,

Arab  states  warn  of  Egypt’s  isolation

The  Arab  world  greeted  yester¬ 
day's  Israeli-Egyptian  summit  with 
warnings  that  the  meeting  ■  would 
heighten  Egypt's  isolation  and  spark 
domestic  unrest  similar  to  that  which 
Had  led  to  president  Anwar  Sadat's 
assassination. 

Throughout  yesterday.  Radio 
Damascus  intensified  its  attacks  on 
the  Peres-Mubarak  meeting,  de¬ 
scribing  it  as  "a  process  crowning  the 
concessions  and  retreat  which 
Mubarak  is  offering  to  Israel." 

In  a  lengthy  evening  programme 
beamed  at  Egypt,  broadcasters 
urged  Egyptians  to  rise  up  against 


the  Mubarak  government  in  protest 
over  the  summit. 

..  In  Egypt's  opposition  press.  Peres 
was  described  yesterday  by  the  leftist 
Nasserite  party  as  a  “Zionist  war 
criminal." 

The  opposition  paper,  A-Sha'ab 
asserted  that  Moscow  should  not  be 
excluded  from  Middle  East  negotia¬ 
tions. 

According  to  Agence  France 
Presse,  the  Soviet  Union  is  taking  a 
reserved  attitude  toward  the  sum¬ 
mit,  because  it  believes  it  will  benefit 
from  a  normalization  in  Egyptian- 
Israeli  relations. 

Observers  in  Moscow  told  AFP 


that  the  Kremlin  believes  normaliza¬ 
tion  will  allow  the  Soviet  Union  to 
make  its  views  heard  by  Israel 
through  Egypt,  with  which  the 
Soviet  Union  has  improved  rela¬ 
tions. 

In  Amman,  political  sources  were 
quoted  as  saying  that  they  hoped  the 
summit  would  not  hinder  the  return 
of  Egypt  to  the  Arab  arena. 

The  sources  told  Radio  Monte 
Carlo  that  Egypt  must  continue  to 
demand  an  international  peace  con¬ 
ference,  recognition  of  the  Palesti- 
nian  right  to  self-determination  in 
the  framework  of  a  Jordanian- 
Palestinian  federation,  and  an  Israeli 


pledge  to  refrain  from  changing  the 
Arab  character  of  the  territories. 

Beirut  papers  made  ominous  com¬ 
parisons  between  the  summit  and 
the  “pre-Sadat  assassination  era." 

“The  Egyptian  president  has 
turned  (Egypt)  back  another  page 
toward  the  pre-Sadat  assassination 
era  of  October  1981,  which  was 
characterized  by  peace  with  Israel 
and  an  alliance  with  the  U.S.,”  said 
the  independent  Al-Nahar. 

Beirut’s  pro-Syrian  paper,  Al- 
Sharq  said  the  summit  places  before 
Egyptians  the  same  “challenge” 
which  followed  the  Sadat  visit  to 
Jerusalem  in  1977.

European  synagogues  tighten  security

Synagogues  throughout  Europe  are  tightening 
security  for  the  coming  High  Holydays  in  the 
aftermath  of  last  week's  terrorist  attack  in  Istan¬ 
bul. 

In  Rome.  Giacomo  Saban,  president  of  the 
Jewish  community,  said  that  security  measures  in 
Italy  “are  being  stepped  up  on  all  fronts  against 
terrorism.  The  Istanbul  tragedy  could  take  place 
because  the  community  was  taken  completely  by 
surprise."  said  Saban.  who  was  born  in  Turkey. 

Diplomatic  pouches  are  no  longer  immune  to 
inspection  in  Italy,  and  Jewish  institutions  are 
receiving  increased  police  protection  in  anticipa¬ 
tion  of  the  High  Holydays.  Tighter  controls  are 
considered  necessary’ because  Interior  Ministry 
figures  show  that  an  increasing  number  of  Arabs 
have  entered  Italy  recently. 

A  thousand  people  gathered  yesterday  at 


Rome's  main  synagogue  for  a  memorial  service 
for  the  Istanbul  victims.  Jewish  leaders  were 
joined  by  Vatican  officials  and  local  political 
personalities,  as  well  as  ambassadors  and  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  the  U.S.,  Israel  and  Turkey. 

In  London,  synagogues  are  tightening  security, 
but  Jewish  leaders  have  denied  newspaper  reports 
that  “groups  of  vigilantes"  are  on  patrol. 

“All  our  people  who  are  engaged  in  security  are 
trained,"  Henry  Morris,  head  of  the  Board  of 
Deputies  of  British  Jews  defence  department,  said 
yesterday.  “But  they  are  not  vigilantes;  they  don't 
carry  weapons.” 

Admitting  that  the  board  had  suffered  from 
“less  than  100  per  cent  cooperation  from  synago¬ 
gue  authorities  on  security  in  the  past.”  Morris 
said  that  there  had  been  a  “marked  improvement" 
in  attitude  of  late. 

Obviously,  “there  is  no  absolute  protection 
from  lunatic  bodies  with  guns,”  he  added,  “but 


hopefully  our  security  acts  as  a  deterrent." 

Joint  Distribution  Committee  leaders  who 
attended  the  funeral  of  the  victims  are  conferring 
with  the  leaders  of  the  Jewish  community  in 
Turkey  about  the  social  welfare  needs  that  have 
arisen  following  the  attack.  The  JDC  has  received 
offers  of  assistance  from  many  American  Jewish 
communities,  which  provide  the  bulk  of  JDC 
funds. 

In  Paris,  the  World  Jewish  Congress  called  on 
ail  western  countries  to  unite  their  efforts  in 
combating  terrorism.  WJC  President  Edgar 
Bronfman  said  “terrorism  does  not  strike  at  Jews 
alone.  It  strikes  against  the  west  and  aims  at 
destabilizing  western  democracies.” 

Bronfman  called  on  all  Jews  to  attend  in  even 
larger  numbers  than  usual  religious  services  dur¬ 
ing  the  coming  High  Holydays.  Lionel  Koplowicz, 
president  of  the  European  Jewish  Congress,  said, 
“do  not  give  in  to  terrorism.  Show  them  that  they 
cannot  intimidate  us.” 


Previous  summits 


The  meeting  yesterday  between 
Prime  Minister  Peres  and  Egyptian 
President  Mubarak  was  the  first 
summit  between  Israel  and  Egypt 
in  five  years.  Menachem  Begin  and 
Egyptian  president  Anwar  Sadat 
met  11  times.  They  include: 

•  November  19, 1977:  Sadat,  bn  a 
move  that  broke  Arab  ranks  and 
stunned  the  world,  came  to  Jeru¬ 
salem  for  a  two-day  visit. 

•  December  25, 1977:  Begin  flew 
to  Ismaiha  on  the  Suez  Canal  to 
present  Sadat  with  a  plan  for 
Palestinian  autonomy  in  the  West 
Bank  and  Gaza  Strip. 

•  September  6,  1978:  Begin  and 
Sadat  met  for  13  days  with  then- 
president  Jimmy  Carter  at  Camp 
David. 

®  March  26,  1979:  Begin  and 
Sadat  met  in  Washington  to  sign  the 
Camp  David  peace  treaty. 

•  April  2,  1979:  Begin  went  to 
Cairo.  The  first  visit  by  an  Israeli 
prime  minister  to  the  Egyptian 
capital. 

•  May  27, 1979:  Begin,  Sadat  and 
then-secretary  of  state  Cyrus  Vance 


met  in  the  Sinai  town  of  El-Arish 
and  flew  in  Sadat's  plane  to  Beer- 
sbeba. 

•  July  9,  1979:  Begin  and  Sadat 
reached  agreement  in  Alexandria 
over  a  plan  to  hand  over  oil  weds 
and  equipment  in  the  Sinai. 

•  September  4,  1979:  Hie  two 
leaders  met  in  Haifa  and  agreed  on 
a  plan  to  install  a  joint  force  to 
supervise  Israel's  pullout  from  the 
Sinai  peninsula. 

•  January  6,  1980:  In  Aswan, 
Begin  and  Sadat  met  for  four  days 
to  discuss  how  much  autonomy  to 
grant  the  Palestinians  of  the  West 
Bank  and  Gaza. 

•  June  4,  1981:  In  their  most 
unsuccessful  summit.  Begin  and 
Sadat  met  in  Ofira,  in  Sinai,  for  six 
hours.  They  failed  to  break  the 
deadlock  over  the  autonomy  talks. 

•  August  24,  1981:  Begin  and 
Sadat  met  in  Alexandria  and 
agreed  to  renew  autonomy  talks. 

•  Sadat  was  assassinated  on 
October  6  of  year.  Begin  wait 
to  the  funeral  and  briefly  met 
Mubarak.  (AP)

In  the  talks  with  Egyptian  Prime 
Minister  Aii  Lutfi  during  and  after 
lunch,  both  Peres  and  his  Egyptian 
host  stressed  the  Palestinian  prob¬ 
lem  and  the  need  for  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  Middle  East  peace  rather  than 
bilateral  Israeli-Egyptian  relations. 

Peres,  edging  close  to  the  outer 
limit  of  the  restrictive  grip  of  the 
national  unity  government  guide¬ 
lines.  stressed  Israel's  endorsement 
of  the  Palestinians'  “right  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  the  determination  of  their 
future.”  Peres’s  spokesman,  Uri 
Savir.  stressed  that  the  phrase  was 
taken  more  or  less  verbatim  from  the 
text  of  the  Camp  David  Accords. 
But  observers  here  expected  nega¬ 
tive  Likud  andTehiya  reactions  to  its 
reiteration  by  Peres  in  the  current 
context. 

Peres,  according  to  Savir,  also 
stressed  in  his  talks  with  Lutfi  that 
the  Palestinian  “people"  were  like 
“all  other  peoples"  in  their  needs 
and  aspirations. 

Lastly.  Peres  stressed  that  the 
“Jewish  people,  throughout  its  his¬ 
tory"  has  never  sought  to  dominate 
other  peoples  and  had  not  done  so  in 
the  past. 

Lutfi  reiterated  Egypt’s  standard 
assertion  that  "the  Palestinian  prob¬ 
lem  is  the  heart  of  the  Middle  East 
conflict." 

Lutfi  viewed  the  summit  within 
the  context  of  movement  towards  a 
comprehensive  settlement  in  the  re¬ 
gion  rather  than  merely  as  a  step, 
however  significant,  in  the  evolution 
of  relations  between  the  two  coun¬ 
tries.

Lutfi  stressed  the  need  for  the 
realization  of  “the  legitimate  rights 
of  the  Palestinian  people  and  of  their 
right  to  self-determination.” 

Israeli  officials  described  the  talks 
with  Lutfi.  Maguid  and  the  other 
Egyptian  ministers  who  partici¬ 
pated,  as  being  conducted  in  a  spirit 
“of  mutual  understanding”  and  as 
very  “cordial." 

Peres,  in  his  remarks  to  Lutfi, 
praised  Mubarak  as  a  leader  wbo 
combines  the  three  characteristics 
mentioned  by  tbe  Jewish  philo¬ 
sopher  Philo  (of  Alexandria):  he 
functions  like  a  “shepherd,”  a 
“housekeeper”  and  has  self-control. 

At  yesterday's  talks,  Peres 
apparently  proposed  -  for  the  first 
time  -  that  the  West  Bank  and  Gaza 
Arabs  be  allowed  to  choose  repre¬ 
sentatives  for  a  joint  Jordanian- 
PaJestirrian  delegation  from  among 
Palestinians  not  living  in  the  territor¬ 
ies.  But  Peres  apparently  qualified 
this  by  adding  that  they  could  not  be 
PLO  “officials.” 

Peres  is  understood  to  have  ex¬ 
pressed  Israel's  view  that  Jordanian 
unwillingness  to  enter  the  negotiat¬ 
ing  process  is  “the  main  obstacle  to 
progress"  in  the  efforts  to  revive  the 
peace  process. 

Israel,  which  seeks  to  set  up  low- 
level  “working  committees"  includ¬ 
ing  Israeli,  Egyptian  and  Jordanian- 
Palestinian  representatives  to  ham¬ 
mer  out  a  formula  for  a  full-scale 
high-level  negotiation,  has  tried  to 
induce  Jordan  to  enter  the  prelimin¬ 
ary  talks,  but  to  no  avail! 

Egypt  has  also  tried  to  include 
Jordan  and  has  held  intensive  con¬ 
tacts  with  the  PLO  in  the  past  few 
days.  In  a  message  to  Mubarak,  PLO 
chairman  Yasser  Arafat  apparently 
cited  his  recent  speech  at  the  Harare 
non-aligned  nations'  conference  as 
progress  by  the  Palestinians  towards 
a  formula  acceptable  by  the  U.S.  and 
Egypt  for  PLO  entry  into  the  talks. 
But  both  Egypt  and  the  U.S. 
apparently  responded  that  the 
speech,  in  winch  Arafat  said  a  settle¬ 
ment  in  the  Middle  East  should  be 
based  on  implementation  of  all  re¬ 
levant  UN  resolutions,  including 242 
and  338  was  “insufficient.” 

Some  of  the  recent  contacts  have 
been  held  through  the  Egyptian 
embassy  in  London,  where  King 
Hussein  is  recuperating  from  a  sinus 
operation  and  where  Lutfi  recently 
paid  a  visit. 

The  focus  in  the  Alexandria  sum¬ 
mit  on  the  Palestinian  issue  was  in 
large  pan  dictated  by  the  Israeli  and 
U.S.  perception  tha't  Mubarak  had 
to  emerge  from  the  summit  as  having 
both  concentrated  on  that  problem 
in  the  talks  and  on  having  emerged 
from  the  talks  with  some  measure  of 
Israeli  flexibility  being  displayed. 
Egypt  has  sought  some  concrete  ex¬ 
pressions  of  that  flexibility  going 
beyond  the  generalities  uttered  by 
Peres  in  the  recent  Ifrane  meeting 
with  Morocco's  Kine  Hassan. 


Two  get  life  sentences 
for  murdering  soldier 


LOD  (Itim).  -  Two  villagers  from 
Baka  al-Gbarbiya  were  sentenced  in 
the  military  court  here  yesterday  to 
life  imprisonment  for  the  murder  of 
soldier  Moshe  Tamam. 

Ibrahim  Razek  Bayadsi,  and  Ibra¬ 
him  Nayef  Abu-Moch,  both  26, 
pleaded  guilty  to  killing  Tamam, 
whom  they  picked  up  hitchhiking  in 
August  1984. 

Two  other  men,  Walid  Nimr 
Ashad,  25,  and  Rusbdi  Hamdan 
Abu-Moch,  24,  both  also  of  Baka 
al-Gharbiya,  have  denied  the 
charges  and  are  to  be  tried  later. 

The  four  were  arrested  in  March 
and  charged  with  the  soldier's  mur¬ 
der  as  well  as  with  membership  in  die 
Popular  Front  for  the  Liberation  of 
Palestine. 

Recounting  the  crime  before  pas¬ 
sing  sentence,  the  three-man  bench 
said  that  the  accused  had  been  under 


orders  to  kidnap  a  soldier  and  trans¬ 
fer  him  to  Syria,  to  exchange  him  for 
Palestinian  terrorists  jailed  in  Israel. 
They  were  told  that  if  they  had 
trouble  getting  the  soldier  to  Syria, 
they  should  kill  him. 

The  defendants  kept  Tamam  for 
two  days  in  a  house  in  Baka  al- 
Gharbiya  before  shooting  him  in  an 
olive  grove  near  Jenin,  the  court 
said. 

The  trial  was  conducted  under 
tight  security,  with  hundreds  of  sol¬ 
diers  and  police  guarding  the  milit¬ 
ary  court,  after  relatives  of  the  dead 
soldier  threatened  to  attack  the  de¬ 
fendants. 

Galia  Tamam.  the  dead  soldier's 
mother,  screamed,  “Murderers,  dir¬ 
ty  Arabs,  we’ll  kill  you  all,”  when 
the  defendants  were  brought  into  the 
courtroom. 


Liberal  MK  demands 
retain  of  Moda’i 

MK  Dan  Ttchon  said  the  Liberal 
Party  would  remove  its  three  minis¬ 
ters  from  the  government  if  former 
finance  minister  and  justice  minister 
Yitzhak  Moda'i  is  not  allowed  to 
return  to  a  ministerial  position  after 
the  rotation,  Israel  TV  reported  last 
night. 

Ttchon,  acting  as  Liberal  Party 
chairman,  was  responding  to  Labour 
Party  Secretary-General  Uzi 
Baram’s  recent  statement  that  his 
party  would  object  to  Moda’i’s  re¬ 
turn  to  the  government  after  the 
rotation. 

Moda'i,  the  Liberal  Party  leader, 
was  forced  to  resign  from  the  gov¬ 
ernment  because  of  his  criticism  of 
Premier  Peres. 


Lawyer  jailed  In  fraud 

TEL  AVIV.  -  A  71-year-old  lawyer, 
convicted  of  cheating  a  widow-out  of 
her  husband's  life  insurance,  was 
sentenced  in  the  Tel  Aviv  District 
Court  yesterday  to  eight  months' 
imprisonment. 

Yosef  Shafran  was  also  found  guil¬ 
ty  of  breach  of  trust  and  of  submit¬ 
ting  a  false  affidavit.  In  1979,  Shaf¬ 
ran  obtained  IL22.500  in  insurance 
money  for  his  client  for  her  hus¬ 
band's  death.

Quiet  talks  defuse  tensions 


WASHINGTON.  -  The  Soviet  ambassador  met 
with  U.S.  Secretary  of  Slate  George  Shultz  for 
the  second  time  in  less  than  24  hours  to  discuss 
imprisoned  journalist  Nicholas  Daniloff,  a  U.S. 
official  said. 

The  official  who  disclosed  the  meeting  said  the 
topic  was  certain  to  be  Daniloff.  but  presidential 
spokesman  Larry  Speakes,  asked  about  the 
matter,  said  he  bad  nothing  to  report. 

Meanwhile,  Soviet  deputy  foreign  minister 
Vladimir  Petrovski  said  his  country  had  con¬ 
tacted  “the  U.S.  agencies  concerned"  about 
Daniloff,  and  <lthe  next  move  lay  with  Washing¬ 
ton.” 

“We’re  vigorously  pursuing  diplomatic  chan¬ 
nels"  to  secure  Daniloff  s  release.  Speakes  said. 

But  the  spokesman  refused  to  be  more  speci¬ 
fic,  saying  President  Reagan  believes  confiden¬ 
tial  negotiations  offer  the  best  chance  of  a 
successful  conclusion  to  the  dispute  over  the 
arrest  August  30  of  Daniloff,  the  Moscow  cor¬ 


respondent  for  U.S.  News  and  World  Report. 

Reagan  himself  confirmed  late  Wednesday 
that  he  had  received  a  message  from  Soviet 
leader  Mikhail  Gorbachev  responding  to  the 
■  President's  appeal  for  Daniloff s  release. 
Reagan's  letter  offered  his  personal  assurances 
that  Daniloff  is  not  a  spy.  as  the  Soviets  have 
charged. 

One  U.S.  official,  who  refused  to  be  identified 
by  name,  said  the  Gorbachev  response  and  a  vist 
to  the  state  department  Wednesday  evening  by 
Soviet  ambassador  Yuri  Dubinin  suggested  the 
Kremlin  is  willing  to  try  to  settle  the  Daniloff 
case  and  spurred  a  new.  optimistic  tone  among 
U.S.  officials  working  on  the  matter. 

Several  administration  sources  said  Daniloff 
could  be  put  in  custody  at  the  U.S.  enbassv  in 
Moscow  to  await  trial.  In  exchange,  they  said. 
Gennadi  Zakharov  -  a  Soviet  physicist  at  the 
U.N-  indicted  in  New  York  on  spying  charges  - 
would  be  put  in  custody  of  the  Soviet  embassy  in 
Washington. 


The  officials  stressed,  however,  that  Washing¬ 
ton  had  not  chanced  its  stand  against  a  Daniloff- 
Zakharov  swap,  and  claimed  that  the  custody 
measure  would  be  only  a  provisional  solution. 

Daniloff  said  on  Wednesday  that  he  would 
accept  such  a  solution  to  ease  East- West  ten¬ 
sions.  his  wife  Ruth  reported  after  visiting  him  in 
prison.  The  newsman  had  hitherto  ruled  out  any 
trade  off  for  a  spy  because,  he  said,  that  would 
give  credence  to  the  Soviet  charges. 

In  Moscow.  Petrovski  said  Foreign  Minister 
Eduard  Shevardnadze  and  Secretary  of  State 
George  Shultz  would  meet  in  Washington  next 
week  as  scheduled,  despite  the  Daniloff  affair, 
and  the  Soviet  Union  sees  “no  reason  to  post¬ 
pone"  their  talks. 

In  addition,  both  diplomats  and  private 
analysts  have  said  they  were  convinced  that 
whatever  short-term  damage  the  Daniloff  affair 
has  caused.  Reagan  and  Soviet  leader  Mikhail 
Gorbachev  still  want  a  summit  despite  saying 
they  could  make  do  without  one.

'  Israeli  exports  to  Egypt  in  the  first 

half  of  1986  totalled  $3  million.  By 
comparison,  Israel’s  total  exports 
last  month  sroodat  about  $450ro. 

According  to  the  Central  Bureau 
of  Statistics,  Israel  last  year  sold 
$7 .8m.  worth  of  goods  to  Egypt,  the 
lowest  level  of  exports  since  the  two 
countries  established  ties. 

Crude  oil  accounts  for  most  of 
Israel’s  imports  from  Egypt.  Israel 
has  had  long-term  contracts  for  the 
purchase  of  Egyptian  oil  since  1979,

South  Korean 
students  riot 
to  protest 
Asian  Games 

SEOUL.  South  Korea  (AP).  -  Vib- 
lent  demonstrations  flared 
Wednesday  at  12  universities 
across  Sooth  Korea,  with  protes¬ 
ters  criticizing  the  Seoul  Asian 
Games  and  the  Korean  and  U.S. 
governments. 

In  Seoul,  witnesses  said,  riot 
police  fired  tear  gas  at  three  univer¬ 
sities,  (Deluding  Sogang  and  Dong- 
kuk,  where  hundreds  of  students 
demonstrated  for  several  hours  and 
hurled  stones  and  fire  bombs.The 
Yonhap  news  agency  reported  vio¬ 
lent  demonstrations  at  nine  provin¬ 
cial  universities,  bnt  did  not  elabo¬ 
rate.  , 

'  Student  demonstrators  nave  de¬ 
nounced  the  Asian  Games,  sche¬ 
duled  for  September  20  through 
October  5.  as  a  show  being  staged  at 
tbe  expense  of  the  poor  to  draw 
attention  away  from  annoying 
domestic  issues.  Government  au¬ 
thorities  counter  that  tbe  vast 
majority  of  the  Korean  people  sup¬ 
port  the  games. 

There  also  were  shouts  of  “down 
with  pro-American  dictatorship 
and  American  economic  pressure 
(hat  ruins  the  national  economy,” 
the  witnesses  said.  Students  and 
other  dissidents  have  accused 
Washington  of  supporting  a  “dic¬ 
tatorial  regime”  here. 

There  was  no  immediate  count  of 
iqjuries,  nor  were  there  reports  of 
arrests. 

On  Wednesday,  authorities  dis¬ 
closed  plans  to  suspend  classes  at 
universities  designated  as  competi¬ 
tion  or  training  sites  during  the 
Asiad,  following  repeated  demon¬ 
strations  that  added  to  fears  that 
dissident  students  might  attempt 
sabotage  aimed  at  the  games. 

Near  most  universities  and  col¬ 
leges  in  Seoul,  riot  police  and  vehi¬ 
cles  have  taken  permanent  posi¬ 
tions,  and  street  patrols  have  been 
tightened.

Mostly  rhetoric — even  hollower  rhetoric 


Yossi  Sand's  uraent  motion  for  the  auenda 
on  the  Shin  Bet  (General  Security  Service) 
attorneys  was  off  the  agenda  —  after  it  had 
fallen  victim  to  Labour  pressure.  But  there 
were  still  three  other  motions  for  the  agenda  - 
and  so  the  Knesset  convened  yesterday  morn- 
ins  for  a  second  extraordinary  session  in  the 
summer  recess.  . 

Attendance  was  inin,  though  the  public 
oallery  was  doing  brisk  business.  Members 
who  had  had  their  names  down  to  speak  were 
called  in  vain.  It  was  mostly  rhetoric,  and  even 
the  rhetoric  was  more  hollow  than  usual. 

Except  for  Deputy  Foreign  Minister  Ronnie 
Milo.  Milo  chose  not  to  lollow  the  moderate- 
line  of  his  minister.  Yitzhak  Shamir,  who  was 
restraint  itself  in  answering  Gcrshon  Shafat 
(Tehiya)on  the  Istanbul  synagogue  massacre. 

Milo,  responding  later  to  Tehiya's  Eliezer 
Waldmnn.  who  was  concerned  about  the  latest 
Russian- Israeli  contacts,  could  not  resist  doing 
what  Shamir  had  counselled  against:  making 
political  capital  out  of  Jewish  tragedy  and  pain. 

The  deputv  minister  assured  the  House  that 


when  Israel  made  its  point  and  kept  its  spine 
proudly  straight,  as  it  had  done  at  Helsinki, 
then  its  point  was  always  taken. 

Crawling,  he  continued,  might  well  achieve 
a  summit  meeting,  but  only  jealously  guarded 
national  pride  would  ensure  that  the  meeting 
would  produce  any  important  political  results. 

And.  lest  his  point  be  missed  by  the  mostly 
empty  press  gallery,  the  Likud  was  at  pains  to 
distribute  the  statement  in  a  hand-out  (Sha¬ 
mir's  remarks  were  not  so  treated). 

Shamir  carefully  refused  to  buy  into  Shafat 's 
approach,  which  contained  at  least  an  echo  of 
Industry  Minister  Ariel  Sharon's  remarks  ear¬ 
lier  in  the  week.  The  foreign  minister,  whose 
presence  in  the  chamber  “sparked  the  only 
flurry  of  media  interest,  said  little  except  to 
reiterate  that  calls  for  an  international  stand  on 
terror  would  be  empty  unless  supported  by 
firm  action  against  the  countries  that  spon¬ 
sored  Palestinian  terrorism,  and  unless  PLO 
offices  around  the  world  were  closed. 

Mapam’s  Eliezer  Granot  was  less  res¬ 
trained.  Taking  up  Shafat’s  echo  of  Sharon's 
remarks.  Granot  reminded  the  House  that 


Sharon  had,  he  said,  used  the  attempt  on  the 
life  of  Ambassador  Shlomo  Argov  to  start  the 
Lebanon  War  in  1982.  Granot  criticized 
Peres’s  acceptance  of  Sharon's  apology;  Shar¬ 
on's  statement,  he  said,  had  been  totally 
unforgivable. 

Shafat's,  Waldman’s  and  Chaika  Gross¬ 
man’s  motions  for  the  agenda  (the  latter  on  the 
projected  building  of  a  Capuchin  monastery  at 
the  site  of  the  Sobibor  death  camp  in  Poland) 
were  all  referred  to  committee,  as  was  Tewfik 
Toubi’s  motion  on  the  plight  of  the  Arab 
school  system. 

But  there  was  some  substance  provided  by 
the  first  reading  of  two  sets  of  amendments  to 
the  law*  on  rape  and  the  banking  law,  both 
introduced  by  Transport  Minister  Haim  Corfu, 
deputizing  for  Justice  Minister  Avraham  Shar- 
ir. 

Grossman  (Mapam)  and  Mordechai  Vir- 
sbubski  (Shinui)  both  expressed  the  gravest 
concern  that  among  the  amendments  in  the 
rape  law  was  one  that  would  bar  publication  of 
the  accused’s  name  until  final  judgment  was 
handed  down  -  which,  it  was  pointed  out. 


could  even  mean  barring  such  publication  uotil 
rulings  on  appeals. 

Was  this,  Virehubski  wondered,  a  way  of 
slipping  in  a  muzzling  of  the  press? 

The  Shinui  member  also  said  that,  apropos 
references  to  sodomy  in  the  amendment,  it  was 
high  time  to  strike  off  the  statute  book  the  laws 
against  homosexual  relations  between  con¬ 
senting  adults. 

Not  unexpectedly,  Avraham  Verdiger 
(Morasha)  and  Menahem  Porush  (Agudat 
Yisrael),  used  the  discussion  to  fulminate*, 
against  declining  moral  standards,  which  both 
attributed  to  secular  education  and  the  coun¬ 
try’s  departure  from  Orthodox  Jewish  norms. 

The  amendment  in  the  bank  law  gave 
Mapam "s  Yair  Tzaban  the  opportunity  to 
attack  what  he  termed  the  banks*  excessive 
influence  over  the  economy.  But  most  of  all, 
be  wanted  to  know,  what  was  the  govern¬ 
ment’s  timetable  on  the  full  implementation  of 
the  Bejski  commission's  report  on  the  banks. 

As  long  as  those  recommendations  were 
flouted,  be  said,  what  was  the  use  of  the 
amendments? 


Four-footed  citizens  and  the  four-letter  word 


There's  an  unavoidable  four-letter 
word  in  this  story. 

But  it's  quite  certain  that  every¬ 
body  who  has  ever  encountered  the 
essence  of  this  story  has  used  that 
exact  word. 

Rape,  which  is  a  four  letter  word, 
is  part  of  this  story. 

But  this  story  has  absolutely  no¬ 
thing  to  do  with  sex.  and  the  only 
violence  in  it  is  that  which  one  would 
like  to  do  to  the  owners  of  the  dogs 
who  deposit  on  the  sidewalks  the  stuff 
that  is  also  the  expletive  one  uses 
when  one  steps  in  it.  The  fact  is  that 
dogdirl  is  dogdirt  and  there's  no  way 
to  avoid  it  when  you  walk  down 
almost  any  street  in  Tel  Aviv. 

The  rape  connection  arises  be¬ 
cause,  according  to  several  pet-shop 
managers,  more  than  half  the  people 
buying  dogs  nowadays  are  single 
women  living  alone  in  the  city. 

Though  few  of  them  will  ever  put 
their  dogs  through  the  kind  of  killer 
training  that  provides  effective  de¬ 
fence  against  a  rapist  crawling  up  a 
drainpipe  at  4  a.m.,  there  is  some¬ 
thing  reassuring  about  a  huge  dog  - 
which  starts,  of  course,  as  a  cute 
puppy  -  asleep  at  the  front  door. 

Status  also  has  something  to  do 
with  it.  St.  Bernards  and  Afghans  - 
dogs  more  appropriate  in  Siberia 
than  in  Tel  Aviv  in  mid-summer  - 
hang  around  listlessly  in  Klkar 
Hamedina,  which  is  also  where  you 
can  buy  a  pair  of  shoes  for  $500,  and 
pate,  presumably  to  feed  the  dogs,  at 
$25  an  ounce. 

In  Hatikva,  Doberman  pinschers 
and  German  shepherds  seem  to  be 
the  most  popular  breeds,  along  with 
hungry,  mangy  mutts  that  sit  on  the 
edge  of  the  restaurant  district,  scar¬ 
ing  away  the  cats,  which  are  another 
story  altogether. 


In  Ramat  Aviv,  beagles,  shepherds 
and  retrievers  are  popular.  Along  the 
older  boulevards  of  Tel  Aviv  there 
are  quite  a  few  little  old  ladies  walk¬ 
ing  dachshunds. 

D’vora  Ben  Shaul  perhaps  should 
do  a  story  on  the  way  certain  kinds  of 
dogs  end  up  with  certain  kinds  of 
people. 

There  are  6.000  dogs  in  Tel  Aviv 
registered  with  the  city  veterinarian. 

Most  of  those  dogs  are  obviously 
not  pedigree  or  even  almost 
purebred.  Most  are  mutts.  Indeed, 
most  of  the  dogs  in  the  country  are 
mutts,  which  is  appropriate  for  a 
country  where  the  solution  to  the 
ethnic  gap  is  intermarriage  between 
Sephardim  and  Ashkenazim. 

Dog  owners,  like  drivers,  always 
blame  the  other  guy.  “It  wasn't  my 
dog."  says  the  lady  with  the  poodle 
who  just  piddled  a  puddle. 

And  like  a  driver  explaining 
speeding  to  a  traffic  cop.  dog  owners 
are  convinced  that  their  dogs  are  very 
safe.  "My  dog  Is  well-behaved."  says 
the  tenant  downstairs  whose  German 
shepherd  has  never  let  the  aging 
couple  upstairs  pass  without  a  vicious 
cross-examination.  True,  the  dog  has 
never  bitten  anybody.  But  how  often 
has  Magen  David  come  by  with  a 
cardiac  nnit? 

"Isn't  he  cute?"  says  the  young 
woman  with  the  untrained  mutt  that 
leaps  feet  first  onto  every  person 
who  comes  into  the  house.  It  isn't  a 
leap  to  defend  the  young  woman.  It's 
the  leap  of  an  untrained  dog  who  can 
only  be  calmed  with  a  jab  to  the  jaw. 
He's  probably  the  kind  of  watchdog 
who  watches  burglars  and  rapists 
come  in  and  out. 

According  to  the  city  vet,  be  gets 
between  six  to  10  dog  bite  complaints 
a  week.  That's  notsucha  bad  statistic

for  the  city,  considering  that  there 
are  some  45,000  complaints  a  year 
throughout  the  country,  and  every 
year  some  1,000  people  are  treated 
for  rabies. 

So  dog  bites  are  definitely  more 
problematic  than  dog  droppings. 

But  who  can  yon  complain  to  about 
the  deposit  on  the  sidewalk? 

City  Hall  says  it  has  a  special  team 
that  goes  out  every  day  specifically  to 
dean  up  the  stuff  the  dogs  leave 
behind. 

Shopowners  are  required  to  sweep 
the  sidewalk  in  front  of  their  stores. 
City  ordinances  demand  that  dog 
owners  clean  up  after  their  dogs,  and 
big  fines  are  posted  for  dog  owners 
who  don't.  Bnt  City  Half  didn't  know 
when  somebody  was  last  fined  for 
letting  their  dog  do  in  the  street. 

The  traffic  is  probably  already  too 
problematic  to  require  that  the  dogs 
do  it  in  the  gutters,  which  are  cleaned 
daily  by  streetsweepers. 

There  are  only  two  inspectors  in 
the  vet's  loose  dog  brigade,  and  they 
have  to  catch  the  perpetrator  in  the 
act — if  the  perpetrator  is  connected  to 
a  leash.  If  the  dog  is  running  free, 
they're  free  to  grab  it.  The  staff  locks 
op  about  200  stray,  lost  or  unleashed 
dogs  a  month. 

One  of  the  problems  Is  that  dogs 
don't  do  it  where  other  dogs  have 
done  it,  so  anybody  who  wants  to  try 
to  make  the  dogs  do  it  only  in  the  little 
bits  of  available  earth  around  the 
trees  growing  on  the  city  sidewalks  is 


going  to  ran  into  nature  as  an  oppo¬ 
nent  to  any  policy  plan  that  involves 
fertilizing  the  city's  trees. 

City  HaH  spokesman  Benny  Cohen 
promises  a  big  cleanup  soon,  both  for 
the  holidays  and  because  “the  sum¬ 
mer's  coming  to  an  end  and  the  dty 
has  hosted  many  thousands  of  visi¬ 
tors  and  it's  a  mess  out  there." 

In  Jerusalem,  the  city  puts  out 
poison  to  get  the  stray  dogs  off  the 
streets. 

Mayor  Shlomo  Lahat  heard  that  in 
the  dty  council  meeting  the  other  day 
and  beamed  with  pride  that  Td  Aviv 
doesn't  do  such  a  thing.  In  Jerusalem 
they  have  a  bigger  rabies  problem 
because  of  the  proximity  of  the  desert 
and  the  farms  in  the  hills  west  of  the 
dty. 


But  Lahat  can't  promise  that  his 
inspectors  can  enforce  an  end  to  the 
dogdirt  problem.  What  are  they  gon¬ 
na  do?  Hang  ont  on  tbe  corner  check¬ 
ing  out  the  mutts? 

In  New  York  they  dealt  with  the 
problem  by  requiring  dogowners  to 
use  poopscoops,  which  owners  carry 
around  when  they  take  their  dogs  out 
for  a  walk.  It's  not  too  dear  how  well 
that  worked,  but  there  haven't  been 
any  Times  editorials  on  tbe  subject  hi 
awhile. 

Go  require  poopscoops  in  Tei 
Aviv.  The  next  thing  yon  know  they’d 
demand  that  you  stop  drippmg  tehi- 
na  out  of  your  felafd  as  you  walk 
down  Dizengoff  on  Saturday  night. 

Maybe  the  only  solution  is  to  catch 
therapists. 


Druse  count  cost  of  rocket  attack 


Jail  term  for  Kach  activist

HURFEISH.  -  Residents  of  this 
Druse  border  village  are  still  count¬ 
ing  the  cost  of  Tuesday  night's 
Katyusha  rocket  attack. 

Sixteen  houses  and  three  cars 
were  damaged  by  the  explosions  and 
shrapnel,  local  council  chairman 
Yusuf  Her  e-Din  told  Health  Minis¬ 
ter  Gur  yesterday.  Final  estimates  of 
the  costs  have  not  yet  been  made. 

Gur  visited  the  village  following 
complaints  about  the  level  of  medic¬ 
al  services  in  the  region  and  Hurfeish 
in  particular. 

Her  e-Din  asked  for  an  ambulance 
to  be  permanently  stationed  in  the 
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village.  At  present  the  nearest  sta¬ 
tion  is  several  kilometres  away  in 
Ma'alot. 

The  chairman  noted  that  although 
nobody  had  been  injured  in  the 
attack,  more  than  a  dozen  people, 
mainly  women  and  children,  suf¬ 
fered  from  shock. 

The  Druse  leader  stressed  there 
was  only  one  community  bomb  shel¬ 
ter  for  the  village's  3.500  inhabi¬ 
tants. 

Gur  promised  to  supply  the  village 
with  more  medical  equipment. 

Hurfeish  was  recently  designated 
a  “confrontation  line"  settlement, 
entitling  it  to  special  aid  for  security 
and  development  projects.  It  is  the 


only  non-Jewish  settlement  in  the 
region  to  receive  this  status. 

The  villagers  welcomed  the  move 
which  they  said  gave  them  parity 
with  their  Jewish  neighbours. 

Many  residents  of  this  hilltop  vil¬ 
lage  serve  in  the  IDF. 

One  resident,  a  senior  officer  in 
the  reserves,  speculated  yesterday 
that  terrorists  may  have  chosen  Hur¬ 
feish  as  a  target  because  they  were 
aware  that  many  villagers  serve  in 
the  IDF. 

The  man.  who  asked  not  to  be 
named,  stressed  that  the  residents 
trust  the  LDF  implicitly  and  lauded 
the  army’s  efforts  to  ensure  the 
security  of  the  region. 


Kach  Party  activist  Craig  Leitner, 
convicted  of  a  series  of  attacks 
against  Arabs,  was  sentenced  in  the 
Jerusalem  District  Court  yesterday 
to  30  months'  imprisonment. 

Leitner  was  found  guilty  of  taking 
part  in  a  1983  shooting  attack  in 
Ramallah  by  Kach  members  against 
an  Arab  bus  in  which  six  Arab  work¬ 
ers  were  wounded.  He  was  also 
convicted  of  setting  fire  to  Arab- 
owned  cars  in  Hebron  and  East 
Jerusalem,  and  of  throwing  petrol 
bombs  at  the  Al-Fajr  editorial  offices 
in  East  Jerusalem  and  at  a  home  in 
the  Shuafat  refugee  camp  in  north¬ 


ern  Jerusalem. 

Leitner,  24,  returned  here  Iat 
month  from  the  U.S.,  where  he  fled 
in  1984,  just  before  he  was  to  testify 
as  state's  witness  in  tbe  trial  of  his 
accomplices. 

Leitner's  sentence  followed  a 
plea-bargain  in  which  he  pleaded 
guilty  to  all  the  charges  against  him, 
and  in  which  be  returned  voluntarily 
from  tbe  U.S.,  without  the  need  for 
extradition  proceedings.  The  sent¬ 
ence  is  to  be  reduced  by  13  months  - 
the  time  he  spent  in  prison  before  his 
flight  to  the  U.S.  (Iom). 


Satmar  and  Kozlov  hassidim 
marry  in  Brooklyn  street 


Kreisky  may  launch  new  dally 


NEW  YORK  (AP).  -  Thousands  of 
people  stood  shoulder  to  shoulder 
on  Brooklyn  streets  on  Wednesday 
to  see  the  children  of  two  hassidic 
dynasties  marry  in  one  of  the  largest 
ceremonies  of  its  kind. 

Yosef  Meisels.  18.  married  Sarah 
Esther  Rokaech.  18.  in  a  ceremony 
followed  by  a  celebration  that  lasted 
until  dawn.  He  is  one  of  about  35 
grandchildren  of  Rebbe  Moshe 
Teitelbaum  of  the  Satmar  hassidim. 
which  has  about  150.000  members 
worldwide. 

The  Satmar  sect  was  founded  in 
Eastern  Europe  300  years  ago.  The 
American  branch  was  started  in  1945 
by  Rebbe  Joel  Teitelbaum,  the  uncle 
of  the  present  rebbe. 


The  couple  met  seven  months  ago 
after  the  wedding  was  arranged  By 
their  parents.  She  is  the  daughter  of 
Rabbi  Meyer  Rokaech,  the  Kozlov 
rebbe. 

His  Brooklyn  congregation  has 
about  1.000  members.  Rabbi  Hertz 
Fraokel  said. 

Frankel  had  estimated  that  30,000 
hassidim  would  attend,  but  police 
could  not  confirm  that  figure. 

The  service  was  conducted  under 
a  canopy  by  Rebbe  Teitelbaum  and 
other  family  members.  Lights  were 
strung  from  pole  to  pole  overhead. 

After  the  ceremony,  buses  took 
the  guests  to  a  gymnasium  at  a 
nearby  school  for  celebrations.

VIENNA.  -  Former  Austrian  Chan¬ 
cellor  Bruno  Kreisky  and  one  of  his 
friends,  industrialist  Karl  Kahane 
are  considering  publishing  a  new 
daily  in  Vienna. 

They  reportedly  feel  that  the  con¬ 
centration  of  the  press  in  conserva¬ 
tive  hands,  especially  visible  over  the 
past  months  in  connection  with  the 
Waldheim  affair,  where  mass  pub¬ 
lications  like  Kronenzeitung,  carried 
the  pro- Waldheim  campaign  into  the 
country,  should  be  counteracted  by  a 
liberal  daily  that  would  bring  some 
pepper  into  the  Austrian  media 
scene. 

Apart  from  the  Socialist  Party 


organ,  Arbdter  Zeitung,  which  is 
read  by  40.000  people,  tbe  dally 
Kurier,  the  weeklies  ProfU,  and 
Wochenpresse  are  all  owned  by  the 
same  concern  and  represent  indust¬ 
rial  interests. 

Kreisky,  nick-named  “Joumalis- 
tenkanzleF"  because  of  his  friendly 
relations  with  the  press,  feels  that 
Austria  could  use  a  publication  like 
the  West  German  weekly.

Travel  brings  minister

Last 
time  the  prime  minister  was  unable 
to  contact  me  and  1  had  no  idea  what 
had  happened  until  I  got  home.'' 

Patten's  shift  of  ministry  was  part 
of  Prime  Minister  Thatcher’s  reshuf¬ 
fle  of  middle-rank  ministers 
announced  yesterday. 

“The  prime  minister  phoned  me 
just  before  I  was  about  to  leave 
Heathrow  on  Wednesday  evening 
and  told  me  what  was  happening.

either.  "If  they  are  so  worthy.”  he 
asks,  “why  don’t  they  just  go  ahead 
and  appoint  them  to  the  Supreme 
Court?” 

Kremnitzer  says  that  the  decision 
to  keep  the  two  at  their  posts 
“breaks  all  records  of  public  callous¬ 
ness  and  contravenes  the  most  basic 
concepts  of  the  rule  of  law.” 

THE  DAILY  newspaper  Al 
Hamishmar  added  an  interesting 
footnote  to  Monday’s  meeting  at  the 
Prime  Minister  s  Office.  Peres  and 
Attorney-General  Yosef  Harish,  it 
reported,  had  discussed  the  need  to 
“neutralize"  Dorit  Beinisch,  a  depu¬ 
ty  state  attorney.  Beinisch  and  two 
of  her  colleague's,  Yehudit  Karp  and 
Yehudit  Zur  were  said  to  be  the 
main  proponents  of  Zamir's  insist¬ 
ence-on  investigating  the  GSS  oover- 
up. 

There  are  more  women  among 
Justice  Ministry  lawyers  than  in  any 
other  professional  government  ser¬ 
vice.  And  they  occupy  more  top 
positions  than  in  any  other  govern¬ 
ment  office.  Many  of  them .  as  well  as 
MK  Shulamit  Aloni  (Citizens  Rights 
Movement),  believe  that  this 
“aberration”  is  an  important  -  if 
latent -reason  for  the  hostility  to  the 
government  lawyers. 


Campaign  of 
mud-slinging 


The  three  crusading  attorneys 
were  reportedly  labelled  “Ama¬ 
zons"  at  a  cabinet  meeting  held 
earlier  this  year,  and  they  were  at 
one  time  the  objects  of  a  particularly 
distasteful  mud-slinging  campaign 
conducted  by  MK  Haim  Drukman 
(Matzad). 

MK  EITAN  is  nor  really  sure 
whether  the  two  attorneys  commit¬ 
ted  any  crimes.

Her  party  colleague.  MK  Yossi 
Sarid.  who  had  the  rug  pulled  out 
from  under  his  initiative  to  hold  a 
Knesset  debate  on  the  matter  yester¬ 
day  when  Labour  Party  MKs  with¬ 
drew  their  endorsement  of  the  de¬ 
bate,  has  raised  a  more  sinister  possi¬ 
bility.  “It’s  so  incomprehensible," 
he  says,  “that  it  leads  one  to  think 
that  someone  is  obligated  to  the  two, 
that  someone  is  afraid.” 

Still,  most  people  believe  that  the 
two  will  be  eased  out  of  their  posts  in 
the  near  future.  The  cooperation 
between  the  State  Attorney's  Office 
and 'the  GSS  will  then  be  revived. 
The  scar,  and  the  lasting  effects,  on 
many  government  prosecutors  is 
another  matter  altogether.

THE  EVIL  spectre  of  Arab  gunmen 
stalking  Jewish  houses  of  worship 
across  Europe  during  the  coming 
High  Holydays  hovered  palpably  in 
the  air  during  my  conversation  with 
iamar  Herat,  the  specialist  on 
Palestinian  terrorism  at  the  Tel  Aviv 
University’s  Jaffee  Centre  for 
Strategic  Studies. 

Porat  has  concluded  that  members 
of  the  Abu  Nidal  gang  perpetrated 
both  the  Istanbul  synagogue  blood¬ 
bath  and  the  Pan  Am  hijack  at 
Karachi  airport.  Although  she  has 
devoted  the  past  four  years  to  study¬ 
ing  Palestinian  terrorism,  any  illu¬ 
sion  about  her  being  inured  to  its 
excesses  was  swept  away  by  the 
massacre  of  innocent  Jews  at  Sab¬ 
bath  prayer.  And  in  view  of  the 
patterns  of  Abu  Nidal’s  operations - 
which  always  come  in  clusters  - 
Porat  fears  that  he  may  have  similar 
atrocities  against  synagogues  in 
Europe  planned  for  Rosh  Hashana, 
Yom  Kippur  or  Succot.  She  would 
advise  those  in  positions  of  responsi¬ 
bility  to  heighten  their  security 
arrangements  at  ail  places  of  Jewish 
worship. 

Porat  says  the  Abu  Nidal  tenor 
group  has  felt  most  at  ease  in  two 
European  capitals.  Rome  and  (espe¬ 
cially)  Athens,  benefiting  from  the 
sympathetic  attitudes  to  the  Palesti¬ 
nians  of  the  Craxi  and  especially  the 
Papandreou  governments.  The 
Greeks  invariably  Jet  all  Arab  terror¬ 
ists  go;  for  example,  when  one  of 
Abu  Nidal’s  gunmen  who  perpe¬ 
trated  the  atrocity  at  Rome's  Great 
Synagogue  at  Succot  1982  was 
caught  trying  to  smuggle  in  explo¬ 
sives.  they  let  him  go.  Porat  concurs 
that  Athens  could  be  termed  the 
European  capital  of  Arab  terrorism. 

Abu  Nidal  always  uses  Soviet  bloc 
weapons.  For  example,  in  Istanbul, 
the  terror  ring  was  known  to  have 
used  Polish-made  sub-machineguns 
of  the  WZ63  type.  Abu  Nidal  has 
switched  between  various  paymas¬ 
ters  over  the  years  after  a  long 
alliance  with  Iraq  to  Syria  and  more 
recently  to  Libya.  One  source  men¬ 
tioned  the  arch-terrorist  receiving  an 
amount  in  the  region  of  $12  million 


from  Muammar  Gaddafi’s  people  to 
seal  their  pact. 

Porat  xes  trails  leading  from  the 
latest  blood-spilling,  with  the  well- 
planned  organization  and  excessive 
cruelty  that  are  Abu  Nidal's 
trademarks,  to  the  Libyans  and  the 
Syrians.  The  division  of  this  evil 
labour  is  between  Libyan  financing 
and  Syrian  provision  of  facilities, 
such  as  training  camps  in  the  Bek'a 
Valley.  However,  theTAU  expert  is 
sceptical  of  any  Iranian  involve¬ 
ment.  It's  difficult  to  believe,  she 
says,  that  such  a  religious  regime  as 
that  ruling  Teheran  would  sanction 
an  attack  on  worshippers  in  a  house 
of  prayer.  Such  scruples  would  not 
hold  sway  in  either  TripoP  ~~ 
Damascus',  she  remarks.

NOTWITHSTANDING  the  known 
Soviet  sponsorship  of  Arab  terrorist 
activities,  Porat  says  there  is  no  dear 
proof  of  any  Soviet  tie-up  with  Abu 
Nidal.  He  is  not  known  to  have 
visited  the  Soviet  Union  nor  have  his 
men  enjoyed  the  kind  of  training 
facilities  there  at  the  disposal  of  the 
PLO  mainstream  organizations  The 
arch-terrorist  has  surfaced  on  many 
occasions  in  Sofia,  but  there  is  no 
evidence  of  any  overt  Bulgarian  in¬ 
volvement  in  his  terrorist  activity. 

Abu  Nidal  has  cultivated  the  omi¬ 
nous  image  of  a  man  of  mystery, 
keeping  his  whereabouts  unknown. 
However,  be  is  thought  at  present  to 
commute  between  Tripoli  and 
Damascus.  It  is  even  unclear  where 
his  wife  and  four  children  actually 
live.  Porat  says  the  arch-terrorist 
makes  sure  that  even  less  is  known  of 
his  lieutenants,  who  remain  shadowy 
figures. 

Only  in  recent  years  has  Abu 
Nidal  granted  a  few  newspaper  inter¬ 
views.  What  is  known  about  him  is 
that  his  real  name  is  Sabri  al-Bana 
and  he  was  bom.  it  is  believed.  45 
years  ago  in  Jaffa  into  a  family  of 
wealthy"  landowners.  In  1948  the 
family  fled  to  Nablus,  where  his 
merchant  brother  still  resides.  He  is 
known  to  have  joined  the  Fatah  in 
1970,  serving  as  its  representative, 
first  in  Sudan  and  then  in  Iraq.  In 


THE  NAME  he  assumed.  “Abu 
Nidal"  -  "Father  of  the  Struggle"  - 
characterizes  the  man.  Porat  reports 
that  in  one  rare  interview'  the  arch¬ 
terrorist  boasted  he  had  300  cousins, 
and  that  he  would  sacrifice  them  all  if 
they  betrayed  the  cause.  He  was 
good  as  his  word.  Porat  relates,  for 
Nidal  confirmed  having  ordered  the 
murder  of  one  of  his  cousins,  Sa’id 
Hamami.  who  was  the  PLO  repre¬ 
sentative  in  London,  for  being  “a 
reactionary." 

To  judge  by  the  number  of  times 
Abu  Nidal's  men  have  perpetrated 
acts  of  terror  in  Turkey  and  Pakis¬ 
tan.  they  possess  local  well- 
organized  infrastructures  in  both 
countries.  She  finds  the  proximity  of 
the  incidents  in  Karachi  and  Istanbul 
is  not  coincidental.  With  Abu  Nidal. 
atrocities  come  in  clusters  like  the 
attacks  in  Vienna  and  Rome  air¬ 
ports.  and  the  previous  sequence  of 
attacks  in  Athens.  Rome  and  Nico¬ 
sia.  Their  modus  operandi  was  al¬ 
ways  the  same:  a  well-planned  op¬ 
eration  and  excessive  cruelty  by 
blood-thirsty  operatives.  This  was 
seen  in  Karachi  airport,  as  with  the 
Egyptian  plane  they  hijacked  to 
Malta. 

That  they  mentioned  their  aim  of 
flying  to  Cyprus  to  release  Arafat's 
killers  of  Israeli  yachtsmen  in  Lama- 
ca  was  in  keeping  with  past  practices 
of  trying  to  embroil  Arafat  in  their 
blood-letting.  Porat  contends.  Porat 
certainly  did  not  rule  out  a  dear 
connection  between  the  Peres- 
Mubarak  summit  and  renewed  Mid¬ 
dle  East  diplomatic  momentum  and 
Abu  Nidal's  design  of  discrediting 
Arafat  through  such  a  terrorist  ploy. 
The  expert  acknowledges  that  one 
theory  in  circulation  is  that  the 
Karachi  attack  also  involved  mem¬ 
bers  of  a  splinter  of  Arafat’s  erst¬ 
while  faithful  followers  who  have 


RETURNING  to  the  theme  of  Abu 
Nidal  as  “mystery  man,”  Porat  re¬ 
calls  the  sequence  of  reports  in 
November  1984  about  his  death  in 
Baghdad,  which  ended  when  he  sur¬ 
faced  in  January  1985  in  the  Bek‘a 
Valley.  He  is  supposed  to  be  an 
ailing  man.  and  to  have  undergone 
open-heart  surgery  in  London  in 
1980.  More  recently  Abu  Nidal 
boasted  to  a  West  German  paper 
about  having  undergone  surgery  in 
the  U.S.  under  an  assumed  identity, 
thanks  to  a  forged  Saudi  Arabian 
passport. 

The  Jaffee  Centre  scholar  notes- 
that  in  Abu  Nidal's  bloodstained 
career  he  has  killed  more  Arabs, 
particularly  Palestinians,  than  Jews. 
Indeed  it  is  only  since  he  moved  into 
Gaddafi's  orbit  that  his  gunmen  have 
concentrated  more  on  murdering 
Jews. 

His  first,  best-known  act  of  terror 
was  in  September  1973,  when  he 
occupied  the  Saudi  Embassy  in 
Paris.  He  was  then  a  mercenary  of 
the  Iraqi  and  Syrian  intelligence 
agencies,  switching  his  death- 


extortion.  Porat  avers.  In  1982,  Abu 
Nidal  made  constant  heJ.dlinel^ 
murderous  attacks  id  New  Delhi, 
Madrid,  Bombay.  Karachi  (again), 
and  Kuwait.  Not  forgetting  the  mur¬ 
der  of  a  little  boy  during  the  Succot 
service  in  Rome’s  Great  Synagogue. 

In  1982  came  the  assassination  of 
PLO  moderate  Issam  Sartawi  in  Por¬ 
tugal  at  the  Socialist  bmnooBl 
summit.  At  the  end  of  l?83,  Abu 
Nidal  switched  back  to  Syria  s  art*, 
after  the  Iraqis  threw  him  out  under  V 
American  pressure.  At  the  ena  jot 
that  year,  he  began  attacking  Jordp- 
man  targets  for  his  new  Syrian 
paymasters  -  killing  successively,  on 
October  25  and  26.  the  Jordanian

dealing  loyalties  seasonally  from  one 
Ba’athist  regime  to  the  other. 


regime  to  the  other.  As  far 
as  Jewish  targets  are  concerned,  his 
better-known  atrocities  include 
attacks  on  Jewish  schoolchildren  in 
Antwerp  ( 1980);  the  Vienna  synago¬ 
gue  (1981);  in  1982  on  a  Jewish 
restaurant  in  Paris;  on  Rosh  Hasha¬ 
na,  the  synagogue  in  Brussels:  and  at 
Succot  the"  Great  Synagogue  of 
Rome.  And  now  Istanbul,  each  inci¬ 
dent  bloodier  than  the  one  before. 


Porat  can  only  conclude  from  the 
evidence  gathered  so  far  that  the  two 
terrorists  used  in  Istanbul  were  pro¬ 
vided  with  tampered  grenades  that 
would  kill  them  afterwards.  Shi’ites 
and  Lebanese  have  knowingly  com¬ 
mitted  suicide  attacks,  but  never 
Palestinians.  Porat  finds  in  this  an 
ominous  new  trend  of  making  sure 
that  all  connections  with  the  operat¬ 
ing  agency  will  be  automatically  eli¬ 
minated.  She  sees  a  clear  connection 
between  this  new  operational 
approach  and  feats  arising  in  the 
wake  of  U.S.  retaliation  against 
Libya  for  previous  acts  of  terror.  Nor 


ABU  NIDAL  is  thought  to  have 
about  800  men  at  his  disposal,  orga¬ 
nized  on  the  classic  cell  principle,  so 
that  members  of  one  cell  know  next 
to  nothing  of  the  others^  He  often 
recruits  Palestinians  by  means  of 
financing  students’  studies  in  Euro¬ 
pean  universities,  in  some  cases  as 
“sleepers,”  summoned  to  action 
when  the  occasion  arises.  Thus  in 
May  1981,  the  head  of  the  gang  that 
murdered  Heinz  Nittel,  head  of  the 
Austria-Israel  Friendship  Society, 
was  Bahij  Yoimism,  who  had  been 
studying  and  living  in  Vienna  for  a 
number  of  years.  The  same  applied 
to  members  of  the  hit  team  that 
attacked  Israel’s  former  ambassador 
to  London.  Shlomo  Argov ,  in  1982, 
when  dormant  agents  joined  forces 
under  the  command  of  a  colonel  in 
Iraqi  military  intelligence  named 
NaifRos'an. 

Porat  speaks  also  of  a  growing 
tendency  by  Abu  Nidal  and  other 
Palestinian  terror  groups  of  em¬ 
ploying  new  recruits  for  terror  out¬ 
rages.  as  they  are  highly  disposable 
agents,  in  whom  little  has  been  in¬ 
vested. 

Among  some  bloody  milestones  in 
Abu  Nidal’s  career  of  terror  are:  the 
murder  in  Cyprus  of  President 
Sadat’s  good  friend,  Yusuf  Siba’i  in 
1978;  the  series  of  murders  (1978-80) 
of  PLO  representatives  in  London. 


Kuwait  gnd  Paris;  and  in  August 
1978  the  attack  on  the  PLO  office  in 
Islamabad-  In  I960  another  PLO 
man  was  killed- in  Paris.  In  1980,  in 
Abu  Nidal’s  first  bid  to  kill  a  Jew,  a 
Madrid  Jewish  community  leader 
escaped,  but  not  his  non-Jewish 
neighbour,  a  victim  of  mistaken 
identity. 


IN  1974,  after  an  attempt  on  Arafat’s 
-life,  Abu  Nidal  was  condemned  to 
death  in  absentia  by  the  Fatah.  In 
1976  he  began  to  operate  under  the 
title  of  Black  June  for  Iraq  (and

‘Smoking  gun’  could  spark  U.S,  strike

SECRETARY  of  State  George 
Shultz  has  been  the  Reagan  Admi¬ 
nistration's  point  man  in  advocating 
a  tough  counter-terrorism  policy 
which  clearly  includes  the  use  of 
military  force.  He  has  the  strong 
backing  of  President  Ronald 
Reagan. 

But  others  in  the  administration, 
including  Defence  Secretary  Caspar 
Weinberger  and  some  of  the  top 
military  brass,  continue  to  have  se¬ 
rious  misgivings  about  that 
approach. 

Led  by  Shultz,  the  Reagan  Admi¬ 


nistration  moved  decisively  against 
Libya  last  April.  Hard  evidence  of 
Libyan  involvement  in  the  Berlin 
disco  bombing  that  month  resulted 
in  the  U.S.  air  strikes  against  Libya 
and  its  leader.  Muammar  Gaddafi. 
There  was  a  "smoking  gun.”  Gadda¬ 
fi  was  bruised  by  the  strike,  but  not 
removed  from  the  scene. 

Now,  in  the  aftermath  of  the  Pan 
Am  hijacking  in  Karachi  and  the 
synagogue  attack  in  Istanbul,  the 
Reagan  Administration  is  once 
again  attempting  to  determine  re¬ 
sponsibility  and  a  proper  strategy  for 


responding.  U.S.  experts  are  sear¬ 
ching  for  more  hard  evidence  of 
Libyan  complicity.  They  would  like 
to  succeed,  but  the  evidence  has  not 
yet  been  found. 

Even  at  this  early  stage,  a  debate 
has  erupted  within  the  administra¬ 
tion  over  the  future  use  of  military 
force  in  going  after  the  terrorists. 
Some  of  the  Americans  want  to 
retaliate  hard,  along  the  lines  of  the 
April  bombing  of  Libya.  Others  are 
more  cautious,  preferring  the  non¬ 
violent  course  of  tighter  economic 
sanctions  and  diplomatic  isolation. 
They  are  worried  about  negative 
fallout  from  the  European  allies.

America's  UN  Ambassador,  Ver¬ 
non  Walters,  was  shuttling  around 
Europe,  attempting  to  line  up  allied 
support  for  stronger  economic  and 
political  actions  against  Libya.  At 
best,  he  was  haring  mixed  results. 
Clearly  perspective's  differ  on  this 
subjeef  in  the  U.S.  and  Western 
Europe. 

According  to  U.S.  officials. 
Europe  does  not  have  much  "sto¬ 
mach"  for  the  use  of  military  force. 
The  Europeans,  and  even  the  Brit¬ 
ish,  simply  fear  that  it  will  not  be 
effective. 

In  fact,  they  insist  that  force  could 
prove  counterproductive  by  promot¬ 
ing  greater  terrorism  against  the 
West.  That  non-riolent  line  of  think¬ 
ing.  which  led  France  last  April  to 
deny  American  bombers  on  their 
way  to  Libya  the  use  of  its  airspace, 
is  simply  unacceptable  to  Shultz  and 
other  senior  policymakers  in  the 
U.S.  administration.  This  was 
underlined  in  July  when  Shultz 
spoke  at  a  State  Department  confer- 


m 

of 


ence  on  terrorism. 


“TERRORISM  is  something  tbat 
we  don’t  accept,"  Shultz  said.  “We 
don’t  accept  it  as  being  justified  by 
some  so-called  cause.  And  so  we 
seek  to  put  it  down.. .Insofar  as  ter¬ 
rorism  is  concerned,  and  people  who 
are  engaged  in  terrorism,  we  think 
they  ought  to  be  apprehended  and 
punished  in  no  uncertain  terms,  and 
regarded  by  all  civilized  govern¬ 
ments  as  outlaws." 

More  recently,  Shultz  reiterated 
that  tough  line.  Addressing  an  audi¬ 
ence  at  Harvard  University  on 
September  5,  he  defended  the  air 
strikes  against  Libya  in  April. 

Reflecting  that  hard  line 
Washington,  the  commander 
American  forces  in  Europe,  Gen 
Bernard  Rogers,  told  reporters  that 
the  U.S.,  the  next  time  around, 
could  even  use  long-range  B-52 
bombers  or  submarine-based  mis¬ 
siles  to  attack  Libya.  “He’s  got  to 
know  that  he  is  subject  to  that  kind 
of  treatment,”  he  said,  referring  to 
Gaddafi.  "I  think  Gaddafi  has  to 
understand  that  if  he  involves  him¬ 
self  in  sensational  terrorist  acts 
against  U.S.  personnel  or  facilities 
and  his  fingerprints  are  found,  he’s 
likely  to  suffer  a  ’similar  type  of 
punishment  as  be  did  on  the  15th  of 
April."  Rogers  had  been  in  charge  of 
that  earlier  bombing  raid. 

Other  American  experts  are  call¬ 
ing  for  tougher  commercial  sanc¬ 
tions  against  Libya.  They  are  quite 
irritated  with  the  Europeans  who  are 
still  conducting  business  virtually  as 
usual  with  Gaddafi's  regime. 

•A  former  State  Department 
counter-terrorism  expert.  Frank 
Perez,  said  the  U.S.  ought  to  “push 
our  allies  to  take  very  strong  sanc¬ 
tions,  for  example,  prohibiting  the 
flights  of  Libyan  aircraft  to  Western 


Europe.”  But  the  Europeans  are 
resisting  that  step  without  more  hard 
evidence  of  Libyan  involvement  in 
recent  terrorist  incidents. 

The  Americans  recognize  that 
they  have  a  problem  with  the  Euro¬ 
pean  allies,  even  Britain.  Prime 
Minister  Margaret  Thatcher  allowed 
U.S.  jet  fighters  to  take  off  from 
British  bases  last  April.  But  tile 
British  may  no  longer  be  willing  to 
cooperate  in  future  air  strikes. 

“This  kind  of  reaction  may  be 
endemic  now,  as  the  Europeans' 
political  will  collapses  in  the  face  of 
new  terrorism  and  the  fear  of  some 
kind  of  potential  war  -  if  the  U.S. 
gets  involved  with  Libya,”  said  Prof. 
Michael  Vlahos  of  the  Johns  Hop- 
Ions  University  School  of  Advanced 
International  Studies.  “So  the  U.S. 
may  be  on  its  own." 

Officials  in  Washington  concede 
that  it  is  easier  to  strike  out  militarily 
against  Libya  than  Syria.  The  latter 
is  much  more  closely  aligned  with 
the  Soviet  Union.  But  The  Wall 
Street  Journal,  in  a  lead  editorial  on 
Tuesday,  said  the  U.S.  must  respond 
decisively  even  if  the  Syrians  are 
implicated.  Under  that  circumst¬ 
ance,  it  said,  the  American  public 
would  support  “a  raid  on  Damas¬ 
cus." 

The  editorial,  which  strongly  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  Kremlin  leadership 
was  involved  behind  the  scenes  in 
promoting  terrorism  by  proxy 
against  the  U.S.  and  its  friends, 
concluded:  “It  has  become  more  and 
more  important  for  the  U.S.  to  show 
itself  capable  of  considered  and 
effective  responses.  The  retaliation 
against  Libya  was  the  kind  of  mes¬ 
sage  that  seems  best  able  to  pene¬ 
trate  the  shadows  where  Soviet  poli¬ 
cy  is  conducted.”

of  this  upsurge  of  terrorism. 

Sen.  Lany  Pressler  of  South 
Dakota  (Rep.),  a  member  of  the 
Foreign  Relations  Committee,  said 
that  the  U.S.  was  severely  hampered 
in  retaliating  against  splinter  Palesti¬ 
nian  or  Lebanese  Shi’ite  gangs  based 
in  Lebanon.  There  is  an  Executive 
Order  prohibiting  assassinations,  he 
said.  “We  can  cany  out  military 
operations  but  not  assassinations  of 
individuals.  And  that's  something 
that  I  think  we  may  have  to  change.” 
Pressler  acknowledged  that  this 
“may  run  against  the  grain  of  our

and  from  toe  Middle  East  and  Ire¬ 
land.  The  Bfindawi  bomb,  however, 
somehow  escaped  detection  by  even 
the  sophisticated  electronic  sniffers. 

The  last  few  mouths  have  also 
seen  something  of  a  crackdown  on 
six  port  personnel,  with  more  strin¬ 
gent  vetting  for  those  allowed  to 
move  freely  around  airports. 

It  is  likely  that  these  kinds  of 
measures  will  shortly  be  extended  to 
sea  travel.  An  80-nation  committee 
is  meeting  in  London  this  week  to 
finalize  steps  aimed  at  preventing  a 
repeat  of  the  Achille  Lanro  attack 
last  year.  Among  the  measures 
under  consideration  is  a  call  for 
governments  to  appoint  bodies  to 
co-ordinate  national  security  prog¬ 
rammes  for  their  shipping,  passen¬ 
ger  ports  and  stopping  tines. 

Other  recommendations  indude 
screening  to  prevent  weapons  being 
smuggled  on  board;  secure  areas 
around  ships  and  terminal  sections; 
and  special  lighting,  alarms  and 
security  identification  systems. 
WHITEHALL  sources  reject  the 
suggestion  of  conqriacency,  pointing 
out  that  Britain  has  been  toe  tough¬ 
est  of  all  EC  countries  in  breaking 
diplomatic  ties  with  Libya,  banning 
all  new  defence  contracts,  arid  res¬ 
tricting:! he  movement  of  Libyan 
nationals. 

They  accept,  however,  that  while 
security  has  been  tightened,  and 
while  ministers  have  expressed  great 
shock  and  horror  at  terrorist  actions 
arid  have  signed  numerous  declara¬ 
tions,  total  security  is  quite  simply 
not  possible.  Too  much  ostentatious 
security,  they  fed,  {days  into  terror¬ 
ists’  hands  while  alienating  toe 
travelling  public. 

The  focus  appears  to  have  shifted 
slightly,  from  pure  terror  prevention 
-  and  the  kind  of  straightforward 
retaliation  favoured  against  toe  IRA 
in  toe  early  Seventies  -  toward  a 
prolonged  battle  against  terrorism 
by  means  of  the  non-violent  tools  of 
re-education,  intelligence  gathering 
and  public  support. 

Whitehall  sources  confirm  a  move 
away  from  the  idea  of  retaliation, 
because  “essentially  it  doesn’t 
work.”  They  accept  that  the  early 
Severities'  policy  of  hitting  back  at 
the.  IRA  might  have  looked  very  like 
toe  “eye  for  an  eye”  policy  they  now 
avoid,  but  explain  that  the  British 
government  bad  to  be  seen  to  be 
doing  something.  Nevertheless,  they 
express  displeasure  over  Israel’s  re¬ 
posal  activities,  believing  that  these 
steps  only  "maintain  the  spiral  of 
violence.” 

The  British-aided  U.S.  attacks  on 
Libya  in  April,  these  sources  assert, 
were  different  from  Israeli  reprisals, 
in  that  the  targets  were  “very  speci¬ 
fic.” 

It  is  pointed  out  that  the  homes  of 
convicted  IRA  terrorists  “are  not 
bulldozed.  The  men  are  tried  and 
jailed,  through  toe  courts:  there  are 
no  further  reprisals. 
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Bonn’s  troubled  call  for  cooperation

BONN  has  been  busy  calling  for 
international  cooperation  against 
terrorism  since  this  week’s  double 
.  blood-bath  at  Karachi  and  Istanbul. 
Government  spokesman  Friedhehn 
Ost  not  only  strongly  condemned  the 
■  attacks  but  he  also  announced  that 
'  West  Germany  would  raise  the  issue 
of  the  fight  against  terrorism  in  all 
appropriate  international  forums. 
Germany  and  France  decided  to  call 
for  an  urgent  meeting  of  the  Euro¬ 
pean  Community's  interior  ministers 
to  debate  the  anti-terror  struggle.  To 
Bonn,  however,  international  does 
not  mean  just  European,  or  Amer¬ 
ican.  At  a  press  conference  on 
Wednesday,  Ost  claimed  that  the 
European- Arab  dialogue  (between 
the.  EC  and  the  Arab  League)  was 
also  an  appropriate  international 
forum  to  seek  cooperation  against 
toe  scourge  of  terrorism. 

Deputy  Foreign  Minister  Juergen 
MoeUemann  also  demanded  stron- 

f:r  anti-terror  cooperation  between 
uropeans  and  Arabs.  MocDemann 
was  speaking,  technically,  as  "an 
individual  politician,”  rather  than  on 
behalf  of  his  ministry,  but  as  a  minis¬ 
try  spokesman  put  it,  cooperation 
with  Arab  League  states  against  ter¬ 
rorism  is  an  aim  toe  ministry  pursues 
'  officially. 

.  That  is  not  all.  In  a  reaction  to 
Istanbul,  Ost  mentioned  toe  special 
German  responsiblity  for  “the  Jews 
in  toe  whole  world,"  before  calling 
for  tougher  anti-teiror  measures. 
Thus  he  seemed  to  be  implying  that 
toe  protection  of  Jews  was  an  aim  of 
the  Gentian  anti-terror  policy.  The 
foreign  ministry,  for  its  part,  has 
made  it  clear  that  Germany  would 
not  accept  any  anti-terror  coopera¬ 
tion  with  the  Arabs  which  would 
exempt  anti-Israeli  and  anti- Jewish 
attacks. 

German-inspired,  Euro-Arab 
protection  of  Israel  and  the  Jews 
from  Palestinian  terrorism  sounds 
like  an  unlikely  idea.  To  be  sure,  toe 


West  German  government  will  cer¬ 
tainly  not  agree  to  any  specific  exclu¬ 
sion  of  anti-Israeli  and  anti-Jewish 
terrorism  from  the  joint  struggle. 
This  says  little,  however,  about  the 
readiness  of  the  Arabs  to  comply  in 
practice.  Arab  governments  do  not 
have  to  tip  off  Germany  of,  forth¬ 
coming  anti-Jewjsh  attacks,  and  as  a 
Bonn  official  conceded.  "We  cannot 
force  them."  "We  have  to  try  to  get 
as  much  cooperation  as  possible." 


another  said.  “Then  we  will  have  to 
see  wbar  results  we  get." 

THE  RESULTS  will  hardly  be 
worth  mentioning,  according  to  a 
German  expert.  He  points  out  that 
there  are  three  major  reasons  why 
Arab  states  cannot  be  expected  to  go 
along  with  the  German  gover- 
ment’s  plan.  Even  moderate  Arabs 
identify  with  the  Palestinian  temor- 
ists*  aim  of  fighting  Israel.  There¬ 
fore.  while  many  Arabs  may  think 
attacks  like  that  in  Istanbul  embar¬ 
rassing  or  even  disgusting,  most  will 
not  reject  the  synagogue  mass  mur¬ 


der  totally.  Second,  the  chances  of 
an  Arab  regime  tipping  off  Euro¬ 
peans  about  an  anti -Jewish  attack  to 
be  mounted  by  fellow-Arabs  are 
slim,  as  this  would  contradict  the 
prevailing  Arab  sense  of  identity  - 
and  would  endanger  the  regime  it 
disclosed. 

Finally,  it  is  not  sure  that  even 
Arab  intelligence  services  would 
know  of  an  attack  in  advance. 

A  security  expert  views  dose 
cooperation  between  Arab  and 
European  intelligence  on  this  issue 
as  unrealistic.  Another  well- 
informed  observer  also  doubts  that 


‘Trevi’  plays  leading  European  role

THE  SO-CALLED  “Trevi  Group.*’ 
which  unites  the  interior  and  justice 
ministries,  as  well  as  the  police  and 
intelligence  services,  of  the  12  Euro¬ 
pean  Community  states,  is  the  most 
efficient  anti-terrorist  structure 
within  the  EEC.  Last  April,  pressed 
by  events,  including  the  U-S.-Lybian 
crisis  which  followed  a  rash  of  terror¬ 
ist  attacks  against  Americans  in 
Europe,  the  group  met  in  The  Hague 
to  discuss  further  cooperation 
against  terrorism  and  dedded  that 
more  regular  meetings  would  be 
necessary  to  exchange  among  the 
“twelve"  the  information  and  ex¬ 
periences  gathered  by  each  state. 
Another  structure,  the  “toika”  - 
the  current  (British),  former 
(Dutch)  and  future  (Belgian)  presi¬ 
dents  of  the  EEC  -  has  a  special 
mission;  to  coordinate  the  activities 
of  the  "Trevi  Group"  and  to  contact 
non-EEC  states  -  essentially  the 
U.S.  and  the  Council  of  Europe -for 
further  exchanges.  The  essential  role 
of  the  “Trevi  Group"  is  to  assess  toe 
potential  terrorist  threats  ■  and  to 


study  concrete  measures  which,  for 
security  reasons,  are  not  revealed. 

The  12  have  dedded  to  create  a 
common  data  bank  on  suspects  and 
to  classify  the  more  dangerous  and 
active  states  suspected  of  supporting 
terrorist  activities.  Among  these 
states  are  Libya,  Iran  and  Syria. 

For  more  effidency,  the  Euro¬ 
pean  ministers  in  charge  of  security 
have  dedded  to  coordinate  their 
work  with  the  their  foreign  affairs 
collegues  who  have  to  take  political 
action  against  toe  suspected  states. 
Early  this  year,  the  12  states  dedded 
to  take  diplomatic  measures  against 
the  Libyan  regime  by  reducing  the 
staff  of  its  embassies  in  Europe  and 
restricting  the  movement  of  remain¬ 
ing  Libya  diplomats. 

However,  despite  the  repeated 
pledges  to  reinforce  the  fight  against 
terrorism,  the  12  EEC  states  have 
come  to  the  conclusion  -  especially 
after  the  bloody  attacks  in  Istanbul 
and  Karachi  -  that  more  internation¬ 
al  cooperation  is  necessary. 

“We  must  now  really  find  exactly 
who  are  toe  instigators  and  execu¬ 
tants  of  these  attacks,"  said  Italian 
Foreign  Minister  Giulio  Andreotti, 
after  an  informal  EEC  meeting  last 
Sunday  near  London.  In  order  to 


stress  the  interest  of  the  U.S.  to 
cooperate  more  closely  with  the 
European  countries  against  terror¬ 
ism,  several  U.S.  envoys,  including 
UN  Ambassador  Vernon  Walters 
and  Deputy  Secretary  of  State 
Johnathan  Whitehead,  have  been 
sent  to  various  European  capitals  for 
consultations. 

Within  the  Coundl  of  Europe 
(which  includes  21  European  states, 
inducting  Turkey),  there  is  also  a 
great  interest  in  finding  a  strategy 
against  terrorism.  An  important 
conference  will  be  held  in  Strasbourg 
in  November.  The  European  Con¬ 
vention  on  Terrorism,  adopted  with¬ 
in  the  Council  of  Europe,  is  a  multi¬ 
lateral  instrument  against  terrorism. 
Despite  its  limitations  (it  is  mainly  a 
judicial  instrument),  it  is  for  the 
moment  the  European  institutions' 
sole  concrete  response  to  terrorism. 

A  report  which  will  be  presented 
at  toe  November  meeting  calls  for 
common  political  and  economic 
sanctions  against  states  responsible 
for  giving  direct  or  indirect  support 
to  international  terrorism. 

Moreover,  toe  report  also  prop¬ 
oses  the  creation  of  a  new  anti¬ 
terrorist  ministerial  body  which 
would  be  open  to  democratic  Euro¬ 
pean  and  non-European  countries. 


German  intelligence  could  effective- 
Jy  penetrate  Arab  terrorist  organiza¬ 
tions  —  even  after  training  by  Arab 
specialists.  This  can  be  accomplished 
only  by  Arab  services,  or  by  Israeli 
intelligence,  the  observer  says,  even 
though  German  intelligence,  too, 
recruits  Arabists. 

Arab  countries  would  pose  politic¬ 
al  conditions  for  discussing  terror¬ 
ism,  says  Dr.  Udo  Steinbach.  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  German  Orient  Institute  in 
Hamburg.  He  points  out  that  Arabs 
do  not  view  Palestinian  terrorism 
independently  of  the  Arab-Israeli 
conflict.  Even  moderate  Arab  states 
are  unlikely  to  engage  in  such  a 
dial  ague  unless  the  European  Com¬ 
munity  presents  its  own  concept  of  a 
Mideast  solution  which  would  be  at 
least  negotiable  for  the  Arabs. 

Dr.  Steinbach  thinks  that  whatev¬ 
er  cooperation  may  be  forthcoming 
from  Arab  countries  cannot  be 
achieved  through  the  Arab  League, 
which  is  not  even  capable  of  organiz¬ 
ing  its  own  summit  conference. 

WHAT.  then,  has  Germany  to  gain 
from  the  pursuit  of  this  particular 
anti-terrorism  fata  morgana? 

Fust,  it  is  by  no  means  opposed  to 
Mideast  political  talks  with  Arab 
countries,  in  a  package  deal  with 
anti-terror  deliberations. 

Also,  while  getting  Arabs  to 
cooperate  in  the  protection  of  Jewish 
and  Israeli  targets  would  please  the 
Germans,  in  political  terms,  Ger¬ 
many's  main  political  gain  would  be 
in  preventing  Arab  terrorist  attacks 
against  Americans,  at  leasL  in 
Europe.  Israel  is  not  Germany's  pro¬ 
tecting  power;  toe  U.S.  is.  Any  Arab 
concession  on  anti-American  terror 
is  as  valuable  for  Bonn  as  a  mur¬ 
dered  American  is  politically  disrup¬ 
tive. 

On  the  other  hand,  making  reas¬ 
suring  noises  from  time  to  time  to¬ 
ward  tihe  Jews  -  on  whatever  issues -- is 
deemed  necessary  by  some  German 
politicians.  Thus,  a  veteran  Jewish 
activist  sees  Ost’s  “special  responsi- 
bilty”  statement  mainly  as  a  public 
relations  exercise  on  behalf  of  Chan¬ 
cellor  Helmut  Kohl. 


France  ends  quiet  summer  braced  for  violence

AFTER  A  quiet  summer,  Paris  has 
again  become  toe  target  for  terror¬ 
ism  from  toe  Middle  East.  As  usual, 
it  started  with  a  threatening  hand¬ 
written  message  sent  September  1  to 
the  French  Press  Agency  (AFP)  in 
Paris,  demanding  the  immediate  re¬ 
lease  of  three  men  jailed  in  France: 
George  Ibrahim  Abdallah,  Varud- 
jian  Garabidjian  and  Anis  Nac-.. 
cache. 

Naecache  led  toe  hit-team  that 
tried  to  murder  former  Iranian 
prime  minister  Shabpur  Bakhtiar  in 
Paris  in  1980.  He  succeeded  in  killing 
an  old  Jewish  lady,  Bakhtiar's  neigh¬ 
bour,  because  she  opened  her  door 
at  the  wrong  moment. 

In  1983  at  Paris’s  Orly  Airport 
Garabidjian  headed  an  Armenian 
group  that  killed  eight  people  in  toe 
passenger  queue  for  a  flight  bound 
for  Turkey. 

Abdallah  was  caught  carrying  too 
many  different  passports  but  he  is 
regarded  as  the  leader  of  toe 
Lebanese  terrorist  group  “The 
Lebanese  Revolutionary  Armed 
Fraction.”  Among  other  deeds,  this 
group  claimed  responsibility  for  the 
murders  in  1982  in  Paris  of  toe 
American  military  attacbfi  Charles 
Ray  and  the  Israeli  diplomat 
Ya'akov  Bar-Simantov. 

The  threat  was  very  clear:  If  those 
three  men  were  not  set  free,  terrible 
things  would  happen.  The  letter  was 
signed  “Supporting  Committee  for 
Arab  and  Near  East  Political  Prison¬ 
ers”  (CSPPA). 

The  French  government  was  una¬ 
ware  as  to  what  attitude  to  adopt. 
During  the  summer,  the  authorities 
were  going  to  parole  Abdallah,  be¬ 
cause  he  had  served  almost  half  of 
his  term. 

The  Americans  were  outraged  at 
the  idea  that  the  French  were  on  the 
verge  of  releasing  a  man  who  had 
probably  ordered  toe  killing  of 
Charles  Ray.  In  an  unusual  move, 
the  American  Ambassador  in  Paris 
decided  to  file  a  legal  complaint 
against  Abdallah,  thus  making  it 
dear  that  Washington  wanted  this 


man  to  be  tried  and,  if  possible, 
convicted  for  the  murder. 

Abdallah's  friends  got  nervous. 
They  planted  an  explosive  device  in 
a  Paris  subway  car  on  September  4, 
during  rush  hour.  A  passenger  heard 
a  little  crack,  opened  the  abandoned 
bag  under  his  seat  and  turned  pale: 
the  package  contained  five  kilos  of 
.  highly  explosive  pentrite,  connected 
to  a  detonating .  fuse-  For  some 
reason,  the  pentrite  did  not  go  off. 
Four  days  later,  the  CSPPA  planted 
a  bomb  that  killed  a  female  clerk  and 
wounded  18  people  at  the  townhall 
post  office  right  under  the  offices  of 
Jaajues  Chirac,  the  French  prime 
minister.  At  the  moment  the  bomb 
exploded,  Chirac  was  chairing  a 
meeting  on  security  and  terrorism. 

Less  than  one  hour  after  the 
attack,  a  tense  Chirac  appeared  on 
television,  reading  a  communique 
warning  that  France  would  hit  those 
implicated  both  directly  and  in¬ 
directly  in  terrorist  attacks  against 
his  country  and  its  citizens.  But  toe 
prime  minister  did  not  go  into  detail. 
In  particular,  he  did  not  say  that  the 
government  refused  to  give  in  to  toe 
demands  of  the  terrorists,  nor  did  be 
condemn  the  blackmail. 

IN  FACT,  the  French  government 
seems  to  have  adopted  a  very  flexi¬ 
ble  attitude  toward  terrorist  threats. 
Appearing  on  television  on  Septem¬ 


ber  6.  Interior  Minister  Charles  Pas- 
qua  said:  “It  is  certainly  out  of  the 
question  to  free  Abdallah,  but  if  a 
decision  has  to  be  taken  someday,  it 
will  not  be  taken  publicly." 

The  fight  against  terrorism  has 
divided  the  government  into  two 
camps:  one  group  wants  to  get  rid  of 
Abdallah,  and  thus  put  an  end  to  the 
attacks;  the  other,  taking  Israel  as  an 
example,  says  that  negotiating  with 
terrorists  only  paves  the  way  for 
further  attacks. 

The  question  also  divides  the 
security  forces.  Sharing  information 
on  terrorists  means  sometimes  re¬ 
vealing  strange  deals.  It  is  common 
knowledge  that  French  officials  had 
reached  an  agreement  in  the  early 
1980s  with  some  Middle  East  terror¬ 
ist  organizations  by  which  in  ex¬ 
change  for  free  passage  on  French 
territoiy.  the  “operatives"  would 
not  harm  French  citizens.  Feuding 
between  competing  security  services 
ended  the  deal  when  French  counter 
intelligence  arrested  a  couple  of 
friends  of  “Carlos." 

The  naive  attitude  of  French  offi¬ 
cials  in  the  first  days  following  the 
1981  elections  allowed  terrorists  to 
root  themselves  firmly  in  France. 
After  years  of  battling  toe  internal 
extreme  leftist  terrorist  group  “Ac¬ 
tion  Directe"  (direct  action),  the 
Socialist  government  and  the  presi¬ 
dent  derided  to  pardon  all  terrorists 
then  in  prison.  The  reason  for  that 
incredible  move  was  that  toe  new 
leaders  were  convinced  that  true  left 
wingers  would  not  use  terrorism 


against  a  Socialist  government. 

Most  of  toe  freed  terrorists  im¬ 
mediately  went  underground.  Many 
of  them  had  links,  either  ideological 
or  just  solidarity  with  other  'free¬ 
dom  fighters,"  with  Middle  Eastern 
terrorist  groups.  They  set  up  a  net¬ 
work  of  caches  of  weapons  and 
ammunition  to  be  used  against 
Israeli  interests  in  Paris,  against 
Israelis  and  Jews,  or  simply  against 
passersby. 

A  YEAR  after  Abdallah’s  arrest  in 
Lyons,  in  1984,  French  counter  in¬ 
telligence  discovered  a  weapons 
cache  in  Paris,  including  the  gun  that 
had  been  used  to  kill  Ray  and  Bar- 
Simantov. 

The  apartment's  address  was 
listed  in  Abdallah’s  papers.  The 
French  daily  Le  Monde  revealed  that 
Abdallah,  pretending  to  be  an  Alge¬ 
rian  engineer,  walked  into  a  Lyons 
police  station  and  asked  for  protec¬ 
tion,  convinced  that  members  of  the 
Mossad  were  tailing  him. 

Abdallah  was  partly  right:  he  was 
indeed  being  followed,  but  by  agents 
of  French  counter  intelligence  who 
successful  retraced  his  itinerary 


from  northern  Lebanon  to  Lyons. 
Abdallah,  according  to  Le  Monde 
worked  for  a  group  inside  the  Syrian 
regime  and  for  George  Habash’s 
Popular  Front  for  toe  Liberation  of 
Palestine. 

Is  he  still  employed  by  these 
"friends”?  Hie  French  police  doubt 
it,  since  the  "terrorist  attacks  perpe¬ 
trated  by  his  followers  in  France  had 
one  and  only  aim;  to  free  him.  There 
were  no  revolutionary  claims,  no 
"freedom  declarations,”  just  “we 
want  Abdallah." 

Why  then  also  ask  for  the  other 
two?  According  to  intelligence 
sources,  all  three  were  members  of 
the  Lebanese  Communist  Party  in 
their  younger  days. 

Obviously.  Interior  Minister 
Charles  Pasqua  would  like  to  free 
Abdallah.  But  the  matter  is  now  in 
toe  hands  of  justice,  and  the  justice 
minister  publicly  declared  that  he 
had  an  “Israeli  type"  attitude:  no 
surrender  to  terrorism.  Thus,  the 
French  government's  attitude  in  toe 
fight  against  terrorism  appears  to  be 
shadowboxing  -  hitting  very  hard, 
but  only  swatting  air.

Sharon  had  one  of  his  seasonal  fiL,  of 
political  paranoia.  As  former  gov¬ 
ernment  secretary  Arye  Naor  re¬ 
minded  us.  it  was  vet  another  cake 
he  had  both  had  and  eaten  smce 
becomins  a  minister  -whether  de- 
no  un^ng  former  Premier 
Menachem  Begin  as  a  charlatan, 
or  savaging  both  his  sucassors  Yit¬ 
zhak  Shamir  and  Shimon  Peres.  A  nd 
this  week,  he  got  away  with  it  again. 
Do  either  the  prime  minister  or  the 
vice  premier  really  think  that  Shar¬ 
on  s  letter  of  apology  erased  his 
blood  libel  that  Israels  policies 
caused  the  pogrom  in  the  Istanbul 
synagogue?  Not  to  mention  that  he 
caused  international  attention  to  be 
diverted  from  Arab  terrorism  to 
himself.  Perhaps,  Sharon  should 
now  have  a  standard  apology  printed 
for  future  occasions? 

Two  comments  come  to  mind  on 
Sharon's  style:  American  historian 
Henry  Adams’s  statement  that  “Poli¬ 
tics  as  a  practice  has  always  been  the 
systematic  organization  of  hatreds;’’

Kaufman.  So  who  needs  Meir

While  Shamir’s  kowtpwing  to 
Sharon  is  seen  as  a  function  of  his 
weak  party  leadership,  and  his 
courtship  of  Arik  in  the  fight  against 
Deputy  Premier  David  Levy,  Peres’s 
kid  glove  treatment  of  Arik  is  less 
explicable.

Nissim  and  Labour’s  Energy  Minis¬ 
ter  Mosbe  Shahal  would  negotiate  a 
formula  enabling  Sharon  to  properly 
apologize  and  so  end  Sharon  Crisis 
No.  2.  This  prompted  an  angry  reac¬ 
tion  from  Defence  Minister  Yitzhak 
Rabin,  Deputy  Premier  Yitzhak 
Navon,  Absorption  Minister 
Ya'acov  Tsnr,  Economics  and  Plan¬ 
ning  Minister  Gad  Ya'acobi  and 
Minister-without-Portfolio  Ezer 
Weizman. 

Shahal  and  Health  Minister  Mor- 
decfaai  Gur  kept  silent.  The  premier 
was  warned  that  any  drawn-out 
negotiations  would  only  cause 
Labour  to  become  the  object  of 
derision .  Peres  said  he  wished  to  give 
Sharon  another  chance.  If  Arik 
failed  to  retract  he  would  sack  him, 
Peres  promised. 

WHILE  Egyptian  President  Hosni 
Mubarak's  stone-walling  tactics  this 
week  strengthened  the  vocal  sceptic¬ 
ism  about  peace  prospects  aired  not 
only  by  Likud  leaders.  Knesset  De¬ 
fence  and  Foreign  Affairs  Commit-  . 
tee  chairman  Abba  Eban  injected  a 
more  hopeful  note  by  quoting  Ben¬ 
jamin  Franklin,  America's  first  di¬ 
plomat:  “I  have  never  known  a 
peace  made,  even  the  most  advan¬ 
tageous,  that  was  not  censured  as 
inadequate,  and  the  makers  thereof 
condemned  as  injudicious  or  cor¬ 
rupt.” 

Eban  just  got  back  from  London 
where  he  was  invited  to  No.  10' 
Downing  Street  by  Premier  Mar¬ 
garet  Thatcher,  finding  her  still  re¬ 
lishing  memories  of  her  Israeli  visit. 
She  was  apparently  concerned  about 
a  let-up  in  U.S.  diplomatic  efforts, 
having  brought  back  from  her  meet¬ 
ing  with  West  Bank  leaders  a  distinct 
impression  of  their  fears  of  PLO 
death  threats,  should  they  join  any 
joint  Jordanian- Palestinian  delega¬ 
tion.

Ambassador  Thomas  Pickering’s 
warning  —  during  his  first  visit  to  the

Rarely  does  Torn  use  such  strong 
language  in  order  to  emphasize  one 
of  Its  commandments:  “Remem¬ 
ber...  You  shall  not  forget!"  Furth¬ 
ermore.  to  blot  out  Amalek  consti¬ 
tutes  not  only  a  commandment 
which  is  incumbent  upon  Israel,  but 
also  a  promise  by  God  Almighty, 
who  assures  us:  (Exodus  17:14)  “I 
will  utterly  blot  out  the  remem¬ 
brance  of  Amalek  from  under 
the  heaven." 

Who  was  Amalek?  In  contrast  to 
impressive  landmarks  left  behind  by 
the  civilizations  and  cultures  of 
Assyria  and  Egypt.  Aram  or  even 
Edom,  there  is  hardly  any  evidence 
in  sources  outside  the  Bible  itself  of 
the  existence  of  Amalek,  the  people 
destined  to  be.  in  a  sense,  an  ever¬ 
lasting  “partner"  of  Israel  in  the 
unceasing  war  between  them  that  is 
to  go  on  “from  generation  to  genera¬ 
tion"  (ibid.,  verse  16). 

We  are  enjoined  to  “blot  out  the 
"remembrance"  of  Amalek.  In 
other  words,  we  confront  Amalek 
not  only  as  a  specific  concrete  peo¬ 
ple  ,  but  also  as  a  memory,  as  an  idea: 
“  Amalekism What  was  it  that  was 
so  heinous  about  Amalek  and  what  it 
represented? 

Answers  to  this  question  were 
sought  by  Jewish  thinkers  through¬ 
out  the  ages  from  the  early  rabbis  in 
the  Talmud  and  Midrash  to  the 
rationalist  philosophers  in  medieval 
and  modern  times.  The  war  with 
Amalek,  resulting  in  the  order 
to  totally  “blot”  it  out,  has  also 
caused  considerable  uneasiness  to 
the  contemporary  mind;  sensitized, 
as  it  were,  to  the  awful  dimensions  of 
genocide.

WATCHING  Christopher  Col¬ 
umbus  battling  so  desperately  to  sell 
to  sceptical  experts  his  idea  of  sailing 
West  to  get  East.  1  found  myself 
wondering  what  dreadful  things 
would  have  happened  to  the  world  if 
he  had  not  ultimately  succeeded  in 
getting  support  from  the  King  and 
Queen  of  Spain.  At  one  stage,  his 
scheme  was  referred  by  Queen 
Isabella  to  a  commission,  headed  by 
her  confessor.  Fray  Hernando  de 
Talavera.  We  know  only  too  well 
what  commissions  and  committees 
are  like:  the  Talavera  commission, 
inevitably  .turned  down  Columbus's 
project  as  impractical. 

To  be  fair.  I  must  admit  that  the 
commission  was  not  so  far  wrong. 
Columbus,  despite  all  that  research 
we  saw  him  doing  at  the  expense  of 
his  family  life.  V0851?  underesti¬ 
mated  the  diameter  of  the  earth,  and 
the  problem  of  getting  to  Japan. 
China  and  India  simply  .by  shouting, 
“Westward  ho!" 

In  the  first  episode  of  the  serial, 
we  were  shown  shots  of  Columbus 
frantically  reading  authorities  and 
picking  up  clues  from  sailors  who 
had  gone  West,  and  we  were  sup¬ 
posed  to  infer  that  he  was  a  genius. 
In  fact,  he  was  just  darn  lucky  that  he 
tripped  over  the  West  Indies  and  the 
continent  o£  South  America,  even 
though  he  thought  he  had  reached 
Asia.  Still,  being  lucky  is  what  genius 
is  all  about. 

The  episode  naturally  made  me 
wonder  what  would  have  happened 
if  Ferdinand  and  Isabella  had 
accepted  the  findings  of  the  commis¬ 
sion  and  turned  Columbus  down 
flat.  In  the  end.  of  course,  somebody 
or  other  would  certainly  have  found 
America:  you  can’t  snub  such 
wonderful  people  as  the  Americans 
forever,  not  to  mention  the  fast 
bowlers  of  the  West  Indies. 


But  even  the  mere  thought  that  we 
might  have  to  wait  for  many  years  for 
the  Americas  to  be  discovered,  if  the 
commission  had  had  its  way,  is  ter¬ 
rifying.  The  repercussions  for  the 
Jewish  people  would  have  been  dis¬ 
astrous. 

Just  think,  if  Columbus  bad  not 
found  South  American  when  he  did, 
we  would  never  have  seen  Diego 
Maradona  kicking  and  fisting  his 
way  to  victory  in  Mexico.  We  might 
have  had  to  muddle  along  somehow 
without  Hollywood,  the  Model  T 
Ford,  Mark  Twain,  chewing-gum, 
Abraham  Lincoln’s  wisecracks  and 
speeches,  Ella  singing  Cole  Porter, 
apple  pie.  hamburger  stalls,  hot 
dogs,  Hadassah,  jazz,  U.S.  econo¬ 
mic  aid  for  Israel  and  the  special 
relationship  with  Israel,  the  Statue 
of  Liberty  providing  a  haven  for 
“our  tired,  our  poor,  our  huddled 
masses  dreaming  to  breathe  free,  the 
wretched  refuse  of  our  teeming 
shore,"  i.e.  our  yordim.  Without 
America,  the  whole  quality  of  life 
would  have  been  impaired  for  us. 

These  fancies,  apparently  so 
whimsical  and  absurd,  are  inspired 
by  seeing  a  silly  Second  Look  prog¬ 
ramme  devoted  to  the  aftermath  of 
the  Challenger  disaster.  Because 
President  Ronald  Reagan  is  paying 
timid  attention  to  the  findings  of 
investigative  commissions,  the  ex¬ 
ploration  of  space  has  been  sus¬ 
pended. 

Somewhere  out  there  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  some  planet  are  waiting 
anxiously  to  be  discovered,  so  that 
we  can  bring  to  them  the  benefits  of 
our  civilization,  as  Columbus 
brought  the  glories  of  Christianity  to 
the  indigenous  inhabitants  of  the 
Americas  whom  he  despoiled  and 
enslaved.

achievement.  This  happened  to  Gra¬ 
ham  Greene's  self-styled  “entertain¬ 
ments”  and  to  the  early  spy  stories  of 
John  le  Carre’.  Now  we  have 
another  example  of  a  thriller  proving 
to  be  a  real  contribution  to  television 
history  -  Edge  of  Darkness. 

This  is  not  a  serial  for  people  who 
like  to  relax  in  their  armchairs  in  a 
gentle  semi-stupor  after  a  hard  day’s 
work,  while  they  are  entertained  by 
well-known  and  well-liked  heroes 
coping  with  crimes  that  require  little 
cerebration  but  are  supported  by 
some  snappy  dialogue. 

With  Edge  of  Darkness  you  have 
to  pay  attention  all  the  time.  The 
plot  turns  and  twists  like  a  cobra 
dancing  to  the  tune  of  a  snake- 
charmer.  We  are  kept  wondering 
what  is  going  to  happen  next,  while 
we  are  "trying  to  analyse  what  we 
have  just  seen.  Director  Martin 
Campbell  never  bothers  to  dot  i’s  or 
cross  t’s:  if  we  miss  some  vital  clue, 
perhaps  a  facial  expression  or  a 


incomprehensible.  Campbell  s 
camera  does  not  deign  to  dwell  long 
on  any  scene.  Generally,  the  photo¬ 
graphy  is  original  and  exciting, 
although  at  times  it  verges  on  gim¬ 
mickry. 

In  fact,  l  must  admit  that  I  found  it 
essential  to  tape  the  film  and  play  it 
over  on  a  video  to  comprehend  ev¬ 
erything  that  happened. 

Even  with  the  playback,  I  still  do 
not  understand  how  Craven  got  out 
of  the  MI5  computer  building  into 
the  foyer  of  the  Barbican  theatre, 

Sting  to  see  a  play  about  incest  with 
aia’s  delectable  Clemmie,  or  why 
trade  unionist  God  bolt  was  so  en¬ 
meshed  in  the  spider’s-web  of  arch¬ 
villain  Bennett. 

The  introduction  of  Emma's  spirit 
and  Craven's  memories  of  her  are 
skilfully  interwoven  into  the  action. 
Over  the  film  hang  the  poisoned 
radioactive  mists  of  Northmoor.  in 
some  ways  we  feel  that  here  is  an 
echo  of  Wulhering  Heights,  with 
Cathy’s  ghost  prowling  around  those 
Yorkshire  moors.  This  effect  of  a 
haunting  is  intensified  by  the  re¬ 
markable  music  of  Eric  Clapton  and 
Michael  Kameo ,  as  well  as  the  sound 
effects  of  somebody  inappropriately 
named  Dickie  Bird.  Dominating  ev¬ 
erything,  of  course,  is  some  very  fine 
acting  by  Bob  Peck  as  Craven.  It  is 
not  easy  to  portray  a  mixture  of 
strength,  obduracy,  sensitivity  and 
imagination,  but  he  manages  to  do 
so. 

At  one  stage  in  the  film,  Joe  Don 
Baker,  acting  the  part  of  the  CIA 
colondl,  remarks,  “The  political  cli¬ 
mate  does  not  favour  heterogeneity. 
That  is  why  we  have  to  kill  half  a 
million  people  to  make  a  country 
safe  for  democracy.”  One  might  say 
that  the  television  climate  does  not

I  am  looking  forward  to  the  de¬ 
nouement  with  hope,  mixed  with 
dread  that  it  will  be  anti-climactic. 

A  SERIES  that  is  obviously  going  to 
enrich  our  lives  considerably  is  Tales 
From  the  Dark  Side.  I  withheld  judg¬ 
ment  on  it,  even  though  I  enjoyed 
the  firet  episode,  because  all  to  often 
I  have  gone  out  on  a  limbon  the  basis 
of  one  episode,  only  to  find  subse¬ 
quent  ones  far  below  the  standard 
set. 

We  have  now  seen  three  stories, 
with  the  second  and  third  superior  to 
the  first.

It  demonstrated  the  dan¬ 
ger  of  relying  on  a  wall  dock  instead 
of  on  one's  own  digital  timepiece.  I 
suppose  demons  are  not  equipped 
with  digitals,  which  would  probably 
not  stand  up  to  the  climate  of  Hades. 


membered”  not  because  it  fought 
against  Israel,  as.did  so  many,  other 
nations.  Amalek  is  singled  out  be¬ 
cause  of  the  timing  and  historical 
setting  selected  for  its  war.  What  was 
Amaiek's  reason  for  starting  a  war? 
Malbim  (1809-1879),  a  modem  clas¬ 
sic  among  Tora  commentators,  lists 
five  possible  reasons  which  usually 
serve  as  a  casus  belli ;  none  of  them 
was  present  in  the  case  of  Amaiek’s 
first  campaign  against  Israel. 

The  reasons  are:  1)  A  desire  for 
conquest  and  occupation  of  terri¬ 
tory.  But  Israel  was  "on  the  way” 
and  did  not  possess  any  territory  of 
its  own.  2)  Pre-emptive  war  in  order 
to  prevent  the  enemy  from  attack¬ 
ing.  Israel  was  just  coming  "out  of 
Egypt”  and  was  not  headed  in  the 
direction  of  “Amalekland".  3)  A 
dash  between  two  nations.  There 
was  no  such  dash,  as  the  Israelites 
were  only  passing  by  there  "by 
chance.”  4)  To  demonstrate  power¬ 
ful  military  strength  to  the  world. 
Amalek  encountered  Israel  while 
they  were  at  their  lowest,  “faint  and 
weary.”  5)  Religion.  This,  too,  does 
not  apply  here,  as  Tora  testifies  that 
Amalek  “feared  not  God"  and  thus 
could  not  have  had  religious  mo¬ 
tives. 

Neither  was  Amalek  a  party  to  the 
conflict  between  Israel  and  Egypt, 
nor  between  Israel  and  the  peoples 
in  the  land  of  Canaan.  Why  then  did 
it  embark  oh  this  war?

The  faction  of  the  Greens 
(Gruenen)  m  the  Bremen  Senate 
wants  the  city  to  go  it  alone  in  setting 
up  a  hardship  fund  for  those  surviv¬ 
ing  women  and  others  who  may  be  in 
financial  need.  The  SPD  (Social 
Democrats)  majority  until  now  pre¬ 
ferred  to  await  the  Bundestag  ses¬ 
sion  scheduled  for  November  1, 
when  the  issue  will  be  debated  on  the 
federal  level,  covering  all  of  West 
Germany.  Last  week,  however,  the 
Gjeens  (led  by  RalfFueks)  won  over 
thp  SPD  fellow  parliamentarians  for 
unilateral  action  by  Bremen  if  the 
Bundestag  decision  in  November  is 
negative  or  inconclusive. 

“There  is  no  time  to  be  lost,” 
Fueks  told  the  Senate.  “Most  of  the 
persons  concerned  are  between  60 
and  75,. and  they  may  not  live  long 
enough  to  benefit  from  complicated 
legislation  eventually  devised  by 
B&tm.  Immediate  help  is  needed  for 
those  who,  for  one  reason  or 
another,  have  not  been  compen¬ 
sated  under  the  existing  laws.” 

People  to  be  helped  by  tbe 
hardship  fund  are  forced  labourers, 
Gypsies  (Sinti  and  Roma),

homosexuals  and  persons  forcibly 
sterilized  by  the  Naas.  The  total  to 
be  debated  by  the  Bundestag  in 
November  is  an  annual  fund  of 
DM250  million,  to  be  financed  by 
the  federal  government,  individual 
states,  municipalities  and  commeric- 
al  enterprises. 

(It  is  worth  recalling  that  the  huge 
private  concerns  which  made  finan¬ 
cial  settlements  in  the  1960s  did  so 
largely  under  pressure  from  the  U.S. 
government,  which  would  not  allow 
American  firms  to  do  business  with 
them  otherwise.)  The  fund  envis¬ 
aged  by  Bremen,  if  the  city  has  to  act 
on  its  own,  will  of  course  be -much 
smaller.  A  general  law  on  compensa¬ 
tion  for  slave  labour  awaits  the  sign¬ 
ing  of  an  official  peace  treaty. 

Help  for  Jewish  persons  concerns 
the  perhaps  200  survivors  of  the  800 
.young  Jewish  women  sent  to  Bre¬ 
men  from  Auschwitz  -  at  the  request 
of  the  Bremen  -authorities  -  to  do 
rabble  clearing  and  work  in  factories 
for  prefabricated  housing.  Of  tbe 
200,  about  140  live  in  Israel,  while 
the.  rest  are  scattered  in  Hungary, 
the  U.S.  and  other  countries. 

In  April  1985,  on  the  40th 
anniversary  of  the  end  of  the  war,  14 
of  the  survivors  accepted  an  invita¬ 
tion  by  tbe  City  of  Bremen  and  by 
the  townlet  of  Stuhr-Obemheide, 
where  their  concentration  camp  had 
been  located.  The  Israel  contingent 
of  the  visitbis  was  led  by  Lilly  Maor, 
of  Haifa.  The  groundwork  for  the 
“Teunion”  bad  been  laid  by  research 
into  the  Nazi  past  by  Bremen  state 
archivist  Dr.  Hartmut  Mueller.

But  Dr.  Mueller  dealt  only  with 
the  moral -historical  aspect  of  the 
matter.  The  question  of  payment  has 
been  pushed  by  an  unlikely  pair  of 
activists  -  the  scion  of  a  family  be¬ 
longing  to  the  old  German  nobility, 
Freiherr  Klaus  von  Muenchhausen, 
and  Lilly  Kopecky,  of  Tel  Aviv,  one 
of  die  leaders  of  the  Committee  of 
Auschwitz  Survivors  in  Israel.  Tbe 
two  met  in  Tel  Aviv  at  the  begining 
of  last  year,  and  their  efforts  have 
now  resulted  in  the  decision  taken 
last  week  by  the  Bremen  Senate. 
THERE  HAS  been  a  price  to  pay  for 
this  achievement.  Von  Muen- 
chausen  has  been  suspended  from 
nis  job  as  a  social  worker  with  the 
Bremen  Municipality.  This  action 
was  taken  Initially  when  be  and  LiDy 
Kopecky  protested  against  the  use  in 
Bremen  schools  of  text-books  which 
described  Zionism  as  a  fascist  ideol¬ 
ogy.  The  books  were  withdrawn,  but 
■  when  Von  Muenchhausen  also  took 
up  the  cause  of  the  Jewish  slave 
labourers  his  city  had  employed,  he 
was  suspended. 

He  is  fighting  for  reinstatement. 

Klaus  von  Muenchhausen  was 
born  in  Silesia  in  1944,  the  third  of 
seven  children  of  Freiherr  Gerhard 
von  Muenchhausen,  a  banker  who 
later  worked  for  the  Volkswagen 
concern.  The  elder  Muenchhausen 
returned  from  Russian  captivity  only 
in  1949,  his  son  Klaus  says  he  does 
not  know  what  rank  his  father  held  in 
the  Wehrmacht  during  the  war. 

Klaus's  grandparent  still  occupied 
the  family  seat  at  Schwoebber  castle 
in  Lower  Saxony.  Tbe  name  of  von 
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Slave  labourers  dear  rabble  in  Bremen. 


The  ordeal  of  being  a  slave  labourer 


LILLY  MAOR  describes  life  as  a 
slave  labourer. 

I  was  taken  to  Auschwitz  in  April 
1944  from  my  native  city  of  Gyor  in 
Hungary  when  I  was  19  years  old. 
After  six  weeks  I  was  “selected” 
with  another  500  Hungarian  girls 
and  women  and  sent  to  the  Hinden- 
burg  Barracks  in  Bremen,  to  do 
rubble  clearing. 

When  the  barracks  was  destroyed 
in  an  air  raid,  we  were  moved  to  a 
labour  camp  at  Obemheide,  about 
20  km.  from  Bremen. 

We  had  to  get  up  at  3  o'clock  in  the 
morning  to  make  our  way  to  work. 
At  first  we  went  part  of  the  way  by 
train,  but  when  the  railway  lines 
were  bombed,  we  were  taken  by 
truck.  When  petrol  became  unavail¬ 
able,  we  bad  to  go  all  the  way  on 
foot.  This  was  a  terrible  ordeal, 
especially  during  the  bard  winter  of 
1SW4-1945,  in  our  undernourished 


condition  and  with  inadequate  clo¬ 
thing. 

During  the  frequent  air  raids,  we 
had  to  remain  in  the  open,  exposed 
to  the  bombs.  Almost  as  painful  as 
the  physical  danger  were  remarks  by 
German  civilians,  who  saw  us  at 
work.  A  German  woman  once  asked 
the  SS  superviser  of  our  group:  “Are 
these  murderers?”  But  there  were 
also  instances  when  stall-keepers  in 
the  fruit  market  seemed  to  look  the 
other  way  when  prisoners  filched 
some  vegetable. 

The  women  employed  in  tbe 
Friedrich  Rodiek  factory  for  build¬ 
ing  blocks  and  prefabricated  build¬ 
ing  components  were  the  subject  of 
bitter  complaints  by  the  manage¬ 
ment.  In  a  letter  to  the  commandant 
of  the  Obemheide  camp  in  Novem¬ 
ber,  1944,  the  manager  complained 
that  the  women  were  ordered  to 
work  even  though  they  were  sick. 


“The  productive  capacity  of  these 
sick  or  half-sick  women  is  generally 
nil.  Why  don’t  you  keep  these  peo¬ 
ple  at  the  camp?  Be  it  noted  that 
even  experienced  women  only  do 
about  20  per  cent  of  the  work  done 
by  a  male  worker.”  (There  seems  to 
be  no  explanation  why  Auschwitz 
sent  women,  rather  than  men.  to  do 
this  work.) 

Subsequently  there  is  haggling  ab¬ 
out  reducing  the  hourly  wage  from 
0.60  Reichs  Mark  to  0.25. 

While  only  ten  of  the  women  died 
during  their  stay  in  Bremen,  many 
did  not  survive  the  death  march  to 
the  Bergen-Beisen  camp  early  in 
April,  1945,  and  the  typhoid  fever 
raging  there. 

After  liberation  Lilly  Maor  mar¬ 
ried  another  camp  survivor.  The 
couple  came  to  Israel  in  1949  and 
have  four  children  and  five  grand¬ 
children.  Ernie  Meyer 


Muenchhausen  is,  of  course,  known 
throughout  Germany  from  the  stor¬ 
ies  one  of  his  forebears  wrote  in  the 
18th  century.  “My  forefathers  were 
in  the  Holy  Land  before  me,  as 
Crusaders,"  Klaus  quipped  during 
an  interview  with  The  Jerusalem  Post 


in  Tel  Aviv  recently,  on  his  fifth  visit 
to  the  country. 

At  the  age  of  18  Klaus  ran  away 
from  home  and  worked  as  a  cook  to 
finance  his  studies  in  sociology,  in 
which  he  later  lectured  at  Berlin 
University.  Moving  to  his  mother’s 


home  town  of  Bremen  in  1980,  he 
worked  in  the  city’s  social  welfare 
department,  specializing  in  the  prob¬ 
lems  of  foreign  Gastar better.  Becom¬ 
ing  interested  in  anti-Semitism  “as  a 
German  problem,"  he  met  some  of 
the  former  slave  labourers  invited  to 


Bremen  in  1985. 

Klaus  von  Muenchhausen  sees  an 
important  aspect  beyond  mere  finan¬ 
cial  compensation  in  the  case  of  the 
slave  labourers.  “Until  now  know¬ 
ledge  about  the  destruction  of  the 
Jews  was  considered  as  having  been 
the  secret  of  the  SS.'*  he  said.  “But 
when  during  the  war  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  concentration  camps  sent 
form  letters  to  municipalities,  offer¬ 
ing  them  slave  labourers,  this  secret 
became  common  knowledge  around 
city  balk.” 

Incidentally,  when  KJaus  asked 
his  father  for  financial  help  after  his 
suspension  last  year,  the  elder  Von 
Muenchhausen"  refused  with  the 
words:  “  There  is  an  eternal  curse  on 
the  Jews  for  having  murdered  our 
Lord  Jesus.  They  never  stay  more 
than  one  generation  in  one  place.” 

Klaus's  personal  friend  and  part¬ 
ner  in  the  current  struggle  is  Lilly 
Kopecky.  73.  who  survived  Au¬ 
schwitz  and  other  camps,  although 
she  was  not  in  the  group  employed 
iby  Bremen.  As  a  leader  of  the  Israel 
Auschwitz  committee,  the  group  of 
80  “Bremen”  women  in’  Israel, 
headed  by  Lilly  Maor.  empowered 
her  to  act  on  their  behalf. 

Kopecky  told  The  Post  that  the 
claims  of  the  group  are  strictly  for 
wages,  not  for'restitution.  At  a"  rate 
of  about  DM10.000  a  year  (including 
interest ).  this  could  involve  Bremen 
in  an  outlay  of  DM2m..  if  all  the 
survivors  can  be  located.  Hamburg. 
Frankfurt.  Duesseldorf  and  other 
cities  may  later  also  become  in¬ 
volved. 

If  it  emerges  that  legal  action  will 
become  necessary  to  fore  Bremen  to 
pay.  she  added,  the  German  Aktion 
Suehnezeichen  (Action  for  Forgive¬ 
ness)  movement  has  offered  to  cover 
the  costs.  Kopecky  added. 

Bremen  records  show  that  on  June 
15,  1944  the  city's  governing  mayor 
himself  applied’for  the  use  of  slave 
labourers.  As  a  result  the  SS  at 
Auschwitz  despatched  500  Jewish 
women  from  Hungary  and  300  from 
Poland.  As  late  as  March  1.  1945. 
only  weeks  before  the  end  of  the 
war,  Bremen  officials  sent  a  cheque 
for  48.261  Reichs  Mark  to  the  con¬ 
centration  camp  at  Neuengamme. 
which  was  responsible  for  the  prison¬ 
ers.  Kopecky’ said.

Ben-Dov  cites  studies  conducted 
outside  Israel  which  indicate  that 
inexperienced  drivers  who  are  not 
accustomed  to  drinking  alcohol  run  a 
five  times  greater  risk  of  getting  into 
a£  accident  after  drinking  than  ex¬ 
perienced  drivers  who  regularly  use 
afyjohol. 

’The  average  driver  outside  of 
Israel  is  a  better  driver  and  a  better 
drinker  in  the  sense  that  he’s  been 
d  jinking  for  years  and  is  able  to  'hold 
hg  liquor’  to  some  extent,”  he  said. 
“But  the  Israeli  driver,  if  he’s 
already  less  skilled  when  he's  sober, 
give  him  a  few  drinks  and  the 
chances  of  bis  getting  into  an  acci¬ 
dent  are  much  higher  than  the  driver 
outside  of  Israel  because  drinking  is 
a  .pew  habit  fof  him.” 

.  To  prove  this  thesis,  the  Addiction 
Sfydies  Foundation  will  soon  lannch 
a  |  project  in  conjunction  with  the 
"ebrew  University  School  of  Public 

ealth.  Researchers  will  question  all 
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TO  PREVENT  tbe  rate  of  Israeli 
deaths  from  drunk  driving  from 
reaching  the  astronomical  propor¬ 
tions  in  the  United  States  and  Eng¬ 
land,  Ben-Dov  recommends  several 
measures. 

An  education  campaign  should 
not  only  convey  the  message  “don’t 
drink  and  drive,”  but  also  explain 
that  a  mere  two  bottles  of  Israeli 
beer,  drank  within  one  hour  of  driv¬ 
ing,  will  raise  the  average  person’s 
blood  alcohol  level  to  tbe  legal  limit. 

Israel’s  legislators,  meanwhile, 
should  lower  tbe  legal  blood-alcohol 
limit  from  50  mgm.  per  cent  to  20 
mg.  per  cent  for  drivers  under  21 


years,  and  older  drivers  in  their  first 
two  years  of  driving. 

Although  many  people  believe 
that  Israel  beer  is  weaker  than  most 
imported  beer,  that  is  not  true,  Ben- 
Dov  said.  He  recommends  that  the 
4.6  per  cent  alcohol  content  of  stan¬ 
dard  Israeli  beer  be  reduced  to  the 
average  level  of  3.7  per  cent  found 
abroad. 

Israel  has  excellent  legislation  on 
drtmk  driving. on. tixe  statute  book*; 
£ays  .BeoyDewf-  bat  (enforcement' 
must  be  improved/:  All  drivers  -ifi- 
volved  'in  accidents : or  traffic  viotor. 
tions  at  night  should  undergo  a  quick 
breath  alizer  test,  and  he  suggests  the 
erection  of  night-time  road-blocks  in 
selected  areas  where  breath  alizer 
tests  would  be  administered  to  driv¬ 
ers.  before  they  were  let  through. 

He  recommends  that  all  drivers 
convicted  of  drunk  driving  should  be 
referred  to  the  Alcoholism  Treat¬ 
ment  Centre  run  by  the  Ministries  of 
Labour  and  Social  Affairs  to  see  if 
they  have  serious  drinking  prob¬ 
lems. 

Ben-Dov’s  recommendations 
arise  from  experience  in  the  field. 
Before  immigrating  from  England, 
he  worked  in  a  treatment  clinic  for 
alcohob'cs  and  published  a  book  on 
the  subject.  The  Hidden  Alcoholic  in 
General  Practice.  The  Mount 
Pleasant  Hospital  Addiction  Studies 
Foundation,  of  which  he  is  the 
medical  director,  is  a  private  insti¬ 
tute  dedicated  to  research  on  alco¬ 
holism  and  drug  dependence. 

Drunk  driving  is  not  currently  the 
major  cause  of  road  accidents  iu 
Israel,  but,  according  to  Ben-Dov, 
officials  must  act  before  Israel  fol¬ 
lows  the  example  of  England  and 
America. 


The  miracles  and  obstacles  in  transplants

A  BONE  marrow  transplant  can 
take  a  man  from  his  deathbed  and 
restore  him  to  health  to  such  a  de¬ 
gree  that  he  can  enjoy  a  completely 
normal  ,  life.  The.  procedure  costs 
some  SlOvOOG  to  .$15,000  in  Israel-, 
but  if  you  had  to  hospitalize  him 
without  a  transplant  and  without 
curing  him,  it  would  cost  twice  as 
much. 

Dr.  Shimon  Slavin,  an  associate 
professor  of  internal  medicine  at 
Hadassah-University  Hospital  in 
Jerusalem,  spoke  this  week  about 
the  medical  miracles  of  marrow  tans- 
plants  before  a  small  group  of  doc¬ 
tors.  They  were  attending  a  sympo¬ 
sium  on  transplants  during  Israel 
Medical  Week. 

Slavin,  who  is  an  expert  in  bone 
marrow  transplants,  said  that  the 
procedure  is  very  complicated  and 
does  not  always  take;  the  body  can 
reject  the  foreign  tissue.'But  if  it  is 
successful,  it  can  give  tbe  patient  the 
gift  of  normal  life. 

Candidates  for  the  transplant  are 
those  suffering  from  aplastic  anemia 
(a  blood  defect  in  which  tbe  marrow 
can  no  longer  make  blood  cells), 
severe  deficiency  of  the  immune  sys¬ 
tem,  genetic  diseases  like  thalasse¬ 
mia  and  a  large  variety  of  cancers. 

There  are  no  religious  or  ethical 
problems  involving  this  special  type 
of  transplant,  said  Slavin,  because  it 
is  given  oy  a  live  donor  and  does  not 
harm  him;  as  in  tbe  donation  of  a 


pint  of  blood,  the  body  restores 
itself. 

In  most  cases,  the  donor  must  be  a 
relative  of  the  recipient;  rarely,  the 
marrow  is  taken  from  a  marrow  bank 
after  being  donated  by  a  stranger. 
Tbe  marrow  cells  can  even  be  kept 
indefinitely  in  sub-zero  tempera¬ 
tures. 

ORGAN  transplants  are  more  prob¬ 
lematic.  Except  for  kidneys,  when  a 
relative  can  donate  one  of  his  own 
and  continue  to  live  on  his  other 
kidney,  most  organs  (hearts,  livers, 
corneas)  must  come  from  a  cadaver. 

Israel  is  a  small  country  with  far 
fewer  available  organs  for  tansplant 
than  a  country  Uke  the  U.S.  In 
addition,  there  is  little  social  con¬ 
sciousness  about  the  need  to  donate 
organs  after  death.  Few  drivers  who 
receive  a  donor  card  attached  to 
their  driver's  licence  actually  register 
for  donating  organs. 

In  addition,  many  religious  Jews 
fear  that  their  body  will  not  be 
respected  or-that  their  organs  will  be 
removed  in  contravention  to 
Halacha. 

Pof.  Yosef  Borman,  bead  of 
Hadassah’s  department  of  cardiac 
surgery,  told  the  audience  that  the 
development  of  the  anti-rejection 
drug  cyclosporine  revolutionized 
heart  and  other  transplants  after  the 
field  was  almost  dormant  for  a  de¬ 
cade.

ies,  there  were  far  fewer  rejection 
problems,  and  the  operations  are 
performed  in  many  hospitals. 

Offering  an  ethical  and  philo¬ 
sophical  view  of  transplants.  Prof. 
Asa  Kasber  of  TeJ  Aviv  University 
asserted  that  society  owes  transplant 
surgery  to  its  citizens,  as  they  are 
helpless  andcaqnot  cure  themselves. 

He  added  that  it  was  “corrupt”  for 
an  elite  of  government  officials  and 
political  leaders  to  benefit  from 
almost  unlimited  health  care  here 
and  abroad  when  it  is  not  available  to 
the  ordinary  citizen. 

The  potential  donor’s  wishes 
should  be  respected  as  much  as 
possible,  suggested  Kasher,  but  his 
family  had  "no  right  to  decline  a 
request  for  an  organ  after  his  death  if 
it  would  save  a  life. 

Suggesting  that  “if  you  don't  give, 
you  "don’t  get.”  the  professor  of 
philosophy  said  all  citizens  should  be 
required  to  declare  officially 
whether  they  are  willing  for  organs 
to  be  transplanted  to  others  after 
their  death.  If  so,  that  person  will  be 
“at  the  top  of  the  list  when  he  needs  a 


transplant.”  If  he  refuses,  “he'd  be 
at  the  bottom  of  the  list  if  he  needs  a 
donated  organ.  ” 

RABBI  Avraham  Ravifz,  head  of 
Jerusalem's  Or  Sameah  yeshiva.  said 
that  Jewish  law  bends  over  backward 
to  allow  transplants  in  many  cases  if 
it  will  save  a  fife- The  main  problem, 
he  explained,  is- that  some  organs 
have  to  be  removed  from  the  body 
before  the  heart  stops  beating.  The 
cessation  of  brain  function  is  not 
enough  for  Jewish  law  to  determine 
the  moment  of  death. 

But  Ravitz  pointed  to  a  Swedish 
doctor  in  Gutenberg  who  claims  that 
he  has  transplanted  livers  from  per¬ 
sons  after  their  heart  stopped. 

Permission  of  the  family  is  impor¬ 
tant,  said  the  rabbi,  since  they  are 
halachically  bound  to  bury  the  rela¬ 
tive.  Taking  an  organ  without  per¬ 
mission  could  constitute  “theft.” 

The  rabbinical  authorities  are  now 
sitting  down  with  doctors  to  find  n 
way  to  increase  the  number  of  trans¬ 
plants  without  violating  Jewish  law. 
he  concluded.

American  English  as  normally 
spoken  is  challenge  enough  for  fo¬ 
reigners,  but  Tulou  said  a  Washington 
variant  -  bureaucratic  English,  or 
"bureaucratese"  -  is  even  tougher.

Even  Monder  might  have  been 
baffled  by  a  government  lawyer  who 
was  asked  at  a  recent  congressional 
hearing  if  civil  servants  should  as  a 
practical  matter  disclose  evidence  of 
government  corruption. 

The  government  man  replied;  "I 
would  say  that,  cost-analysis-wise,  it 
was  counterindicated.”

Reactions  to  the  Nazi  Olympics 

To  the  Sports  Editor  kabi  Deutschland  1 


Permit  me  to  add  some  explana¬ 
tions  to  Paul  Kohn's  excellent  article 
of  August  1  about  the  1936  Olym¬ 
pics.  None  of  the  three  fencing  girls 
winning  Olympic  honours  were  Jew¬ 
ish.  Elek  Schacberer  (GM)  came 
from  a  German-speaking  island  in 
Hungary  (I  think  from  the  Banal), 
where  German  farmers  and  trades¬ 
men  settled  under  the  reign  of 
Empress  Maria  Theresa.  As  far  as  . 
we  know,  no  Jewish  people  went 
with  them. Helene  Mayer  (&M£must 
be  regarded  as  a  special  case.  Her 
mother  was  not  Jewish  and  this 
alone,  according  to  our  religion, 
makes  Helene  non-Jewish.  Even  if 
we  try  to  be  over-liberal  in  our  views, 
we  must  not  forget  that  her  mother 
declared  a  short  time  before  the 
games  that  her  daughter  wsa  not  the 
child  of  Dr.  Mayer!  The  Germans 
were  able  to  declare  therefore,  that 
Helen  Mayer  was  not  Jewish.  Ellen 
Preiss  (Austria)  was  known  for  her 
admiration  of  Hitler.  She  was  an' 
anti-Semite! 

I  should  tike  to  add  some  remarks 
about  the  stand  taken  at  that  time  by 
the  U.S.  Olympic  Committee.  One 
of  the  important  members  in  this 
committee  was  Brig.  General  Mer¬ 
rill.  a  septuagenarian,  who  visited 
Germany  in  1935  and  was 
tremendously  impressed  by  what  he 
saw  there.  He  liked  the  ukmd,  good 
German  people,"  and  simply  could 
not  understand  why  voices  were 
raised  to  boycott  the  Berlin  Games 
because  of  the  racist  stand  taken 
under  Hitler’s  rule.  He  was  surprised 
that  people  demanded  the  repre¬ 
sentation  of  German  Jewish  athletes 
in  the  German*  Olympic  team.  He 
said:  “I  don’t  know  about  Jews,  who 
excel  in  sports....”  This  was  at  a 
time,  when,  including  the  Los 
Angeles  Games  in  1932,  no  less  than 
119  Olympic  medals  had  been  re¬ 
ceived  by  Jewish  athletes! 

The  ever-increasing  pressure  to 
boycott  Berlin  resulted  in  Avery 
Bnmdage,  the  chairman  of  the  U.S. 
Olympic  Committe  (later  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  International  Olympic 
Committee  for  many  years)  gomg  on 
a  fact-finding  mission  to  Germany. 
In  Berlin,  where  he  was  wined  and 
dined,  he  met  with  everybody  who 
counted  in  the  new  German  Reich. 
Finally  he  met  representatives  of 
Jewish  sports,  in  the  presence  of 
highest-ranking  German-sport  lead¬ 
ers  with  their  entourages.  When  be 
asked  them  if  they  have  Jewish  mem¬ 
bers  in  their  dubs,  he  got  the  answer 
“No,”  but  this  did  not  upset  him.  He 
said  that  no  Jews  were  accepted  as 
members  in  his  own  club  either. 
Much  more  detailed  material  ab¬ 
out  what  I  write  here  can  be  found  m 
the  excellent  book  Jewish  Sports  m 
the  Third  Reich  by  Prof.  Dr.  Hajo 
Bemett.  in  Dr.  Robert  Atlasz  s  book 

Bar  Kochba-Hakoah  Berlin,  Mate- 
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kabi  Deutschland  1898-1938;  and  in 
a  study  made  by  Dr.  Amd  Krueger, 
who  went  to  Brandage’s  alma  mttter 
and  studied  there  die  private  collec¬ 
tion  of  his  Olympic  correspondence 
and  papers.

With  his  fine  performances  and 
excellent  batting  average,  he  was 
regarded  as  a  certain  choice  for  a 
SA  team  to  tour  Australia.  For 
reasons  known  only  to  the  selectors, 
he  was  passed  over  for  inferior  play¬ 
ers,  who  duly  proved  to  be  flops.

Al  the  same  urns,  spending 
more  mo:.cv  could  refuel  inflation.  Thus 
from  the  economic  point  of  view,  it  would 
be  advisable  not  to  invest  in  better  roads,  at 
least  not  for  the  time  being. 

This  is  an  example  of  the  kind  of  prob¬ 
lems  facing  a  finance  minister.  Scarcity 
involves  choice,  and  choice  implies  that 
those  making  derisions  have  a  system  of 
preferences  based  on  a  moral  or  ethical 
code  According  to  Avraham  Ariely,  the 
director  of  tite  Workshop  for  Problems  of 
the  Economy  at  the  Van  Leer  Jerusalem 
Institute,  this  underlies  the  need  for  an 
open  and  public  code  of  morals  and  ethics 
to  which  politicians  and  government  offi¬ 
cials  should  adhere. 

Ariely.  who  headed  the  State  Revenue 
Administration  in  the  Sixties,  says  his 
workshop  is  meant  to  be  a  think  tank.  Some 
months  ago  it  produced  a  study  about  the 
functions  and  performance  of  the  Treasury 
and  it  is  now  starting  a  project  on  the  public

health  system.  But  he  adds  that,  unlike 
similar  bodies  around  the  world,  this  think 
tank  concerns  itself  very  much  with  norma¬ 
tive  and  ethical  questions. 

According  to  Ariely,  the  only  effective 
safeguard  in  instances  of  policy  dilemmas  is 
a  system  of  principles  and  rules  of  public 
morality.  “Neither  scientists,  philosophers 
or  politicians  are  aware  of  the  need  for  a 
clear  statement  of  moral  issues,  and  in 
particular  of  the  need  of  a  code  of  public 
morality,"  he  said. 

The  obvious  example  that  crosses  one’s 
mind  is  the  bank  shares  scandal.  All  the 
politicians  involved  acted  in  strict  accord¬ 
ance  with  the'  written  law.  The  commission ' 
recommendations  did  not  call  for  legal 
action  against  them.  But  from  a  moral  point 
of  view,  they  were  implicated  and  as  guilty 
as  those  bankers  who  were  forced  to  resign 
by  the  Bejski  Commission  of  Inquiry. 

Ariely  insists  that  if  a  recognized  code  of 


moral  behaviour  for  politicians  and 
bureaucrats  would  have  existed,  the  con¬ 
clusions  of  the  Bejski  Commission  would 
have  been  completely  different. 


MORAL  rules  should  concern  relations 
between  the  citizen  and  the  state.  In  many 
instances  there  is  a  clear  dash  between  the 
interests  of  the  individual  and  those  of 
“society,"  as  defined  by  politicians  and 
government  officials.  In  democracies  a  gov¬ 
ernment  should  strive  to  harmonize  its 
moves  with  public  opinion  and  attitudes. 
Nonetheless  there  U  still  ample  room  for 
such  clash  of  interests. 


Examples  of  such  clashes,  not  always 
covered  by  the  law.  abound.  For  instance, 
when  can  a  finance  minister  lie?  In  Israel  it 
is  frequently  said  that  regarding  devalua¬ 
tions,  the  man  at  the  helm  of  the  economy 
can  permit  himself  a  “white  lie”.  Yet. 
people  make  decisions  on  the  baas  of  such 


statements,  decisions  which  in  some  cases 
could  lead  to  a  laige  pecuniary  loss.  “Some¬ 
one  may  conclude  mat  since  he  has  been 
lied  to  about  a  devaluation,  he  has  a  moral 
right  to  cheat  the  income  tax  authorities,” 
says  Ariely. 

Moreover,  could  not  this  unwritten  au¬ 
thority  of  the  finance  minister  be  extended 
to  other  areas,  for  example  trying  to  hide  a 
large  drop  in  foreign  currency  reserves,  in 
order  to  prevent  a  rash  of  dollar  buying  or  a 
wave  of  speculation? 

He  adds  that  the  absence  of  such  a  code 
in  some  way  reflects  (he  heritage  of  liberal¬ 
ism.  When  governments  were  not  supposed 
to  intervene  in  the  economy,  there  was 
little  room  for  moral  dilemmas.  The  market 
set  the  priorities  and  the  government  could 
not  but  follow  the  market's  designs. 

But  today's  situation  is  different.  A  small 
group  of  officials  and  politicians  are  active 
in  the  economy  and  in  politics.  Extending 
those  areas  in  which  politicians  and  govern¬ 


ment  officials  have  informal  authority  to 
act  against  what  would  be.  perceived  as 
“moral”  or  “ethical” .  could  jeopardize 
democracy.  *  . 


ARIELY  SAYS  that  the  study  his  work¬ 
shop  did  about  the  Treasury  was  originally 
meant  to  serve  as  a  guide  for  much' needed 
reform  in  the  ministry’s  operations.  “On 
second  reading,  one  sees  that  there  are  a 
host  of  problems  which  make  moral  choices 
necessary,”  he  says.  " 

Among  other  conclusions,  the  study  had 
recommended  the  establishment  of  an  in¬ 
stitution  that  would  educate  and  prepare 
senior  civil  servants.  Thus,  Ariely  thinks 
the  answer  to  many  of  Che  problems  lies  m 
having  educated  and  moral  public  officials. 

The  Question  is:  Who  would  draft  such  a 
code  or  public  morality,  and  who  would 
approve  it?  Ariely  thinks  this  should  not  be 
left  to  politicians.  Moral  rules  concerning 
public  behaviour  should  be  influenced  by 


citizens,  the  media,  academia  and  profes¬ 
sional  organizations.  -  _ 

Such  a  code  needs  to  be  placed  on  the 
public  agenda  says  Ariely.  Some  months 
aco,  the  workshop  set  up  a  team  to  work  on 
&  issue,  composed  of  .fiwmeT  judges, 
politicians,  policemen  and  journalists. 
“Any  private  group  tan  make  recom¬ 
mendations  about  such  a  code.  It  would  be 
approved  by  the  public  through  democratic 
processes  after  thorough  consideration  and 
debate,”  he  says.  .  ■  ■ 

But  Ariely  recognizes  that  such  a  direct 
approach,  working  out  and  publishing  a 
proposed  code  of  morals  for  rulers,  would 
be  slow  and  hazardous  and  almost  impossi¬ 
ble  to  implement.  As  a  result  he  proposes 
another  approach:  Pinpointing  the  moral 
issues  in  public  administration  studies,  like 
the  workshop’s  study  on  the  Treasury,  and 
incorporating  recommendations  dealing 
specifically  with  -public  morality  in  the 
stotfics’  concicsioBs. 

Thus,  Ariely  thinks  a  gradual  and  in¬ 
direct  approach  would  be  possible.  By 
looking  at  different  areas,  one  at  a  time,  it 
would  be  possible  to  define  the  issues  and 
the  solutions  or  answers  that  would  flow 
from  a  code  of  public  morality.

Are  there  too  many  officials? 


We  in  Israel  have,  or  have  had  fid 
recently  full  employment,  yet  we  pro¬ 
duce  $5  billion  a  year  less  than  we 
consume  -  that  figure  being  the  sum 
of  our  trade  deficit. 

To  find  ont  why,  Roth  Klinov  (in  a 
study  pot  out  by  tbe  Falk  Research 
Foundation!  compares  our  perform¬ 
ance  with  that  of  other  industrialized 
countries  and  reveals  two  things. 
First,  fewer  people  join  the  labour 
force  here  than  abroad;  second,  more 
of  those  who  do  join  are  employed  in 
the  public  sector. 

.  No  more  than  half  the  adnlt 
population  of  Israel  (aged  15  and 
over)  have  civilian  jobs.  The  propor¬ 
tion  in  France  is  55  per  cent,  in  the 
U.S.  62  per  cent,  in  Japan  64  per 
cent.  Tbe  lag  is  surprising,  especially 
as  we  have  more  over-5 5 ’s  working 
than  they  do.  (Japan  of  course  is  an 
exception,  they  have  more  still.} 

The  chief  explanation  is  our  exten¬ 
sive  army  service.  Professional  sol¬ 
diers  and  young  people  doing  their 
three-year  stint  are  not  Included  as 
civilian  manpower,  and  they  amount 
to  1 1.5  per  cent  of  the  total. 

Reservists  are  classified  as  civi¬ 
lians;  how  many  do  they  amount  to? 
Under  the  column  headed  “Persons 
temporarily  absent  firom  work”,  in 
the  report,  that  category  came.  to.5r6 
per  cent  before  1973,  andJti9.2  per 
cent  after.  Likely  explanation:  most 
of  them  are  doing  their  month-a-year 
in  the  reserves.  The  number  called  np

increased  after  the  Yom  Kippur 
War. 

Moreover  the  over  55’s  do  not 
serve  hi  the  army,  which  explains 
their  high  participation  in  the  civilian 
labour  force. 

Let  ns  add  military  manpower  to 
civilian  and  see  how  the  total  breaks 
.op. 

If  we  assume  that  two-thirds  of 
those**temporariIy  absent  from 
work”  are  doing  reserve  duty,  it 
turns  out  that  ova*  15  per  cent  of  the 
country’s  total  adult  manpower  serve 
in  the  forces. 

The, proportion  of  civilian  labour 
in  theJpnbiic  sector  (education, 
healthy  aril  service,  etc.)  is  37  per 
cent/compared  with  30.3  percent  in 
the  U.S.,  23.7  per  cent  in  Ranee, 
22.5  per  cent  in  West  Germany  and - 


what  are  we  to  do  with  these  people? 
— a  meagre  17.5  per  cent  in  Japan. 

If  we  add  the  military,  who  are 
pnbtk  servants  too,  it  emerges  that 
ont  of  every  two  gainfully  occupied 
individuals  in  Israel,  one  is  salaried 
by  the  government,  local  authorities 
or  social  services.  The  other  half  of 
the  work  force  has  to  cope  with  ail  the 
country’s  business  activities  -  agri¬ 
culture,  industry,  budding,  finanrfai 
services,  tourism  and  so  forth. 

If  we  think  (like  the  nurses)  that 
our  living  standards  should  not  be 
reduced  and  if  we  agree  with  the 
Treasury  that  we  must  nevertheless 
pay  our  way,  we  have  no  choke  bat  to 
slash  the  number  in  thepdbfic  ser¬ 
vices  and  step  up  the  number  in 
production. 

Leaving  tbe  army  out,  we  see  from 


Klinov’s  figures  that  a  welfare  state 
like  Britain  makes  do  with  over  a 
quarter  less  persons  (per  motion  in¬ 
habitants)  in  public  and  personal 
services.  Yeteveiy  economy,  measure 
here  evokes  cries  of  blue  murder. 


The  teachers  declare  that  the 
Treasury  is  destroying  the  education¬ 
al  system;  the  nurses  win  strike  to  tbe 
limit  unless  their  numbers  are  in¬ 
creased;  government  departments 
complain  that  they  lack  staff  (police, 
telephone  operators,  postmen)  to  do 
the  job  properly.

BANK  HAPOALIM  is  proposing  a 
new  and  wide-ranging  rescue  pack¬ 
age  for  the  crisis-ridden  moshav  sec¬ 
tor. 

Tbe  bank's  plan,  announced  on 
Tuesday,  comes  just  days  before  a 
public  committee  is  due  to  present 
Prime  Minister  Peres  with  its  own 
solutions  to  the  financial  crisis  of  the 
moshavim.  Both  Hapoalim  and 
Bank  Leumi,  the  two  main  lenders 
to  the  moshavim,  are  represented  on 
the  committee. 


Hapoalim’s  plan  is  aimed  at  pro¬ 
viding  the  moshavim  with  their  cur- 


vi ding  the  moshavim  with  tneir  cur¬ 
rent  financing  needs,  more  efficient¬ 
ly,  rescheduling  the  huge  debts  that 
are  weighing  on  many  moshavim  and 
eliminating  uneconomic  units,  in¬ 
cluding  entire  moshavim,  where 
necessary.  Their  resources  could 
then  be  redistributed  to  those  that 
can  stand  on  their  own  feet 

According  to  Richard  Annon, 
who  controls  Hapoalim’s  credit  op¬ 
erations,  two  principles  should 
underlie  the  financial  restructuring 
in  the  moshav  sector.  On  the  one 
hand,  economically  viable,  .family . 
farms  should  be  “able  to  obtain  fi¬ 
nance  on  the  baSS  of  a  clears  econo¬ 
mically  logical  and  functional  divi-. 
sion  between  the  moshavim,  their 
buying  organizations  and  the  region¬ 
al  plants  that  they  own. 

On  the  other,  the  existing  debt 
structure  with  its  high  interest  rates 
should  be  improved,  and  the  dis¬ 
tribution  of  resources  between  fami¬ 
ly  units  should  be  rationalized  by  the 
merger  or  removal  of  those  lacking  a 
solid  economic  base. 

In  practical  terms,  Annon  prop¬ 
oses  that  each  moshav  have  one 
bank  as  its  co-ordinator,  with  that 
bank  providing  finance  to  tbe  family 
farms,  through  the  moshav,  ana 
under  tbe  supervision  of  the  Agricul¬ 
ture  Ministry  and  the  Bank  of  Israel.

All  credit  would  be  based  on  an 
annual  business  plan  for  each  family 
farm  and  would  be  given  against 
collateral  provided  by  tbe  family 
unit,  as  well  as  mutual  guarantees  of 
the  other  moshav  families  given 
through  the  moshav  itself.  Such 
guarantees  would,  however,  be  li¬ 
mited  rather  than  open-ended,  and 
based  on  the  repayment  capability  of 
each  family  unit.  This  would  prevent 
a  recurrence  of  the  present  situation 
in  which  the  mutual  guarantee  sys¬ 
tem  has  been  overwhelmed  by  the 
size  of  the  debts  taken  by  some  units.

niFFICULTTES  in  the  negotiation  of  peace,  the  prime  minis- 
SfdbS^d  just  before  boarding  the  plane  to  Alexandria 
tcr  °S!V  morninE  are  preferable  to  the  dangers  stemming 
to  the  policy  of  confrontation.  Truer  words  were 


The  difficulties  Shimon  Peres  was  referring  to  were  plainly  of 
two  kinds.  There  were  the  past  difficulties  on  the  road  to 
Alexandria,  the  removal  of  which  required  at  one  critical  point 
the  near-recall  of  the  Israeli  delegation  to  the  Taba  talks.  And 
hen  there  were  the  future  difficulties  in  reaching  new  agree¬ 
ments  for  peace  that  would  be  likely  to  anse  m  Alexandria  and 

beyond.  These  difficulties  started  at  home. 

The  fact  is  that  both  Israel  and  Egypt  are  racked  by  internal 
debates  on  the  right  way  of  treating  the  other  signatory  to  the 


P  Esvrt's  official  policy  is  based  on  a  formal  commitment  to 
the  treaty  whose  translation  into  “active  peace"  is  however, 
to  be  contingent,  even  after  the  settlement  of  the  Tabaissue,  on 
nrogress  towards  resolving  the  Palestinian  problem.  The  reac¬ 
tionist  parties  inside,  let  alone  outside,  Hosni  Mubarak  s 
regime,  are  plumping,  at  a  minimum,  for  avoidance  of  anything 
better  than  “passive  peace"  so  long  as  Israel  refuses  to  endorse 
Egypt's  Palestinian  formula,  complete  with  self-determination 
and  an  independent  state  to  be  achieved  through  a  dictatorial 

big-power  chaired  conference. 

What  both  schools  of  Egyptian  thought  agree  upon  is  that  the 
autonomy  plan  outlined  by  Menachem  Begin  and  Anwar  Sadat 
at  Camp  David  is  now  dead  as  a  dodo. 

Self-determination  for  the  Palestinians  is,  needless  to  say, 
anathema  to  both  major  partners  in  Israel’s  national  unity 
government.  This  negative  commitment  is  enshrined  in  the 
government's  policy  guidelines,  in  the  form  of  a  rejection  of  any 
idea  of  a  Palestinian  state  and  of  talks  with  the  PLO.  But  the 
guidelines,  stitched  together  as  they  were  from  fragments  of 
Likud  and  Alignment  planks,  are  a  trifle  ambiguous  on  the 
autonomy:  on  the  one  hand  they  reaffirm  the  Camp  David 
Framework  for  Peace,  on  the  other  hand  they  pledge  the 
government  to  considering  other  -  and  presumably  contrary  - 
proposals  made  by  Jordan  in  peace  talks. 

What  is  open  to" Jordan  should  presumably  be  open  to  Egypt, 
too.  And  by  the  same  token  there  should  be  no  bar  to  Israel 
itself  readying  in  advance  replies  to  possible  Arab  proposals, 
which  might  diverge  from  the  Camp  David  lines.  The  Knesset 
has  approved  a  scheme  suggested  by  Mr.  Peres  for  an  interna¬ 
tional  “umbrella”  over  direct  peace  negotiations,  for  which 
there  is  no  warrant  in  the  guidelines. 

Nevertheless  it  is  true  that  Israel’s  government  consensus,  as 
articulated  by  the  guidelines,  is  inextricably  wedded  to  the 
autonomy,  and  it  is  within  these  guidelines  that  Mr.  Peres 
undertook  to  keep  his  summit  talks  with  Mr.  Mubarak.  It  is  also 
true  that  the  autonomy,  originally  a  constructive  step  to  the 
solution  of  the  Palestinian  problem,  at  least  as  it  pertained  to 
the  territories,  has  become  a  dead  weight  on  any  hope  for  a 
wider  peace. 

Negotiations  on  the  design  of  the  autonomy  no  sooner 
started  after  the  signing  of  the  1979  peace  treaty  with  Egypt 
than  the  Likud  government’s  intention  became  clear:  to 
translate  the  promise  of  “self  rule”  for  the  Palestinians  in  the 
West  Bank  and  Gaza  into  -  as  this  newspaper  described  it  at  the 
time  -  a  glorified  garbage  collection  agency,  which  would  after 
the  five-year  “transitional  period”  be  incorporated  into  the 
system  of  Israel’s  sovereign  rule  over  Greater  Eretz  Yisrael, 
and  would  be  declared  a  solution  to  the  Palestinian  problem. 

The  Egyptians,  however,  had  other  ideas,  and  it  did  not  take 
them  very  long  to  call  the  talks  off.  The  Jordanians,  whose 
collaboration  under  the  Camp  David  agreement  was  essential, 
never  joined  in.  The  autonomy  plan  emerged  as  a  non-starter: 
and  when  Yitzhak  Shamir  insists,  as  he  did  yesterday,  that  the 
Palestinian  problem  must  find  its  solution  “within  the 
framework  of  the  Camp  David  agreements,”  he  is  in  effect 
plumping  for  a  continued  stalemate . 

Mr.  Peres,  who  yesterday  described  an  “active  peace”  with 
Egypt  a  condition  of  an  expanded  regional  peace,  knows  full 
well  that  the  reverse  is  also  true.  But  then  Mr.  Peres,  unlike  Mr. 
Shamir,  believes  -  and  so  stated  in  Alexandria  -  that  “we”  do 
not  wish  to  have  dominion  over  another  people.  The  Likud- 
shaped  autonomy  plan  is  an  instrument  for  domination  over  the 
Palestinians. 

The  Egyptians  may  be  wrong  on  everything  else,  but  they  are 
right  about  the  autonomy. 
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THE  UPS  and  downs  of  the  current 
Israeli-Egyptian  negotiating  process 
should  be  analysed.  Israel  has  ex¬ 
pressed  a  much  stronger  and  deeper 
desire  to  have  the  Peres-Mubarak 
summit  and  no  wonder  -  this  coun¬ 
try’s  desire  for  peace  has  always 
been  stronger  and  deeper.  And  a 
summit  symbolizes  and  strengthens 
peace  more  than  anything  else. 

Prime  Minister  Peres’s  instruction 
to  the  Israeli  negotiating  team  in 
Cairo  to  return  home  on  Wednesday 
night  was  no  mere  emotional  reac¬ 
tion  to  the  feeling  that  the  negotiat¬ 
ing  process  had  become  degrading. 

Beyond  satisfying  a  deep  psycho¬ 
logical  need,  the  brinkmaiship  tac¬ 
tics  had  a  manipulative  function.  By 
showing  that  he  was  ready  to  give  up 
the  summit,  Peres  persuaded  the 
Egyptians  to  reconsider  their 
approach  and  to  initiate  a  renewal  of 
the  talks. 

It  happens  from  time  to  time  that  a 
negotiating  process  fails  just  because 
one  side  has  been  too  eager  for 
success.  Mutual  misconceptions  de¬ 
velop  when  the  over-excited  side 
creates  the  impression  that  it  is  ready 
to  pay  any  price. 

So  much  do  they  want  it,  the  other 
side  may  think,  they  will  agree  to  ray 
terms.  When  be  realizes  that  there  is 
a  limit,  that  his  demands  are  not 
going  to  be  met,  it  may  be  too  late. 
The  gap  between  the  concrete  posi¬ 
tions  seems  even  deeper  and  wider 
than  it  really  is.  Refusal  is  inter¬ 
preted  as  unreasonable  stubbornness. 

Peres  and  his  party  wanted  a  sum¬ 
mit  for  obvious  political  and  person¬ 
al  reasons,  and  perhaps  that  was  the 
basis  for  an  Egyptian  misperception 
and  miscalculation.

THIS  WAS  not  the  first  time  in  the 
course  of  the  Israeli-Egyptian  peace 
process  that  a  demonstration  was 
needed  that  Israel  was  not  ready  to 
give  whatever  asked.  Nor  was  it  the 
first  time  that  only  by  such  a  demon¬ 
stration  did  the  negotiating  process 
escape  an  inevitable  failure.  This 
happened  more  than  once  before, 
during  and  after  Camp  David. 

Menachem  Begin,  who  started  it 
all  with  the  initiatives  taken  im¬ 
mediately  after  his  electoral  victory 
in  1977,  had  to  face  charges  that  he 
was  endangering  the  prospects  of 
peace  by  ms  stubbornness.  Never¬ 
theless  he  insisted  on  wbat  he  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  essentia]  for  Israel  until 
be  persuaded  presidents  Sadat  and 
Carter  that  under  certain  conditions 
he  could  give  up  the  negotiations, 
but  he  would  never  give  in  on  Jeru¬ 
salem.'  Judea  and  Samaria  and  the 
settlement  policy. 

Only  when  it  was  clearly  under¬ 
stood  that  not  by  all  means  was  Israel 
ready  to  sign  the  peace  treaty  did  it 
become  feasible.  The  Americans 
and  Egyptians  realized  that  by  de¬ 
manding  more  concessions  from 
Israel  they  endangered  even  those 
that  had  been  accepted.  This  was  the 
turning  point  that  made  the  break¬ 
through  possible. 

By  using  more  or  less  the  same 
technique  Peres  can  achieve  what  he 
is  really  after  without  giving  away 
more  than  what  is.  to  the  best  of  tm 
judgement,  objectively  necessary. 
Exercising  brinkmanship  is  easier 
for  Peres  than  it  was  for  Begin  for 
three  main  reasons. 

When  Begin  negotiated,  he  faced 
a  choice  between  peace  itself  and  the 
future  of  Eretz  Israel,  this  way  or  the 
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other.  The  fate  of  the  nation  was  at 
stake.  With  all  due  given  the  Taba 
dispute  and  the  importance  of  a 
summit  with  Egypt,  the  situation  is 
incomparable  with  foe  dQemmas  Be¬ 
gin  faced. 

Secondly,  Peres  does  not  have  to 
withstand  American  pressure.  Hav¬ 
ing  friendly  Ronald  Reagan  in  the 
White  House  is  very  different  from 
having  Jimmy  Carter  there,  whose 
ideological  goals  were  nearer  to  the 
Arab  stand  than  to  Israel’s.  The 
Reagan  approach  is  much  more  con¬ 
venient  for  Jerusalem,  and  the  abs¬ 
ence  of  American  pressure  makes  it 
easier  to  resist  Egyptian  tactics.  In 
fact,  Washington  has  put  pressure  on 
Cairo. 

Thirdly,  there  is  no  “Summit 
Now”  movement  to  weaken  Peres  at 
home.  It  really  is  easier  to  exercise 
brinkmanship  without  a  meaningful 
opposition  calling  for  concessions. 


SO  FAR  this  analysis  has  not  dealt 
with  strategic  considerations.  But 


one*  mast  look  beyond  foe  summit  at 
foe  strategic  meaning  and  historical 
context  of  events.  The  summitis  not 
an  end  in  itself  but  a  means  to 
improve  relations  and  strengthen 
peace.  Mere  tactics  will  not  arineve 
these  goals. 

For  a  real  improvement  in  our 
relationship.  Israel  most  first  con¬ 
vince  Egypt  that  we  have  never  tried 
to  take  advantage  of  the  peace  treaty 
and  foe  Taba  annexe.  Once'  foe 
arbitration  process  is  finished,  the 
derision  should  be  honoured  and; 
carried  oat  without  any  sophistry. 
Secondly  we  cannot  disregard  the 
connection  between,  maintaining 
peace  with  Egypt  and  advancing  to¬ 
wards  a  reasonable  solution  to  the 
Palestinian  problem.  ■ 

The  framework  of  the  peace  treaty 
is  a  comprehensive  peace,  and  Israel 
has  already  agreed  that  foe  Palesti¬ 
nian  people  have  “legitimate  rights” 
and  “just  requirements”  and  that 
they  “also”  should  be  taken  into 
consideration.  Even  earlier  foeU.$. 


and  Israel  agreed  that  Egypt  should 
participate  in  determining  the  future 
of  foe  West  Bank  and  Gaza,  whose 
permanent  status,  according  to  foe 
Camp  David  Accords,  will  be  deter¬ 
mined  in  concert  by  Israel,.  Jordan. 
Egypt  and  representatives  of  the 
Administrative  Council. 


It  is  unrealistic  and  against  the 
basic  interests  -of  Israel  to  try  to 
disconnect  the  peace  with  Egypt 
from. its  comprehensive  framework. 
No  good  can  come  of  this.  True, 
significant  improvement  in  relations 
with  Cairo  depend  on  more  than 
resolving  the  Taba  dispute.  The. 
Arab-Israeli  conflict  with  ihe 
Palestinian  issue  as  its  centre  will  be 
the  main,  issue  between  Jerusalem  . 
and  Cairo. 


It  is  about  time  that  the  Knesset 
and  the  political  parties,  as  well  as 
the  cabinet,  begin  serious  dzscus- 
sioris  of  Israel's  arms.  The  issue  is  too 
important  to  be  left  to  be  determined 
on  foe  baas  of  mere  tactics. 


PEACE  WITH  EGYPT 


MORTGAGES  FOR  NEW  IMMIGRANTS 


To  ihe  Editor  of  The  Jerusalem  Post 
Sir.  -  Many  people  assert  that 
responsibility  for  the  cold  peace  be¬ 
tween  Israel  and  Egypt  is  the  fault  of 
Israel:  our  invasion  of  Lebanon,  our 
failure  to  move  on  the  Palestinian 
question,  our  intransigence  on  Taba. 

It  is  naive  to  believe  that  our 
actions  have  chilled  the  peace.  Egypt 
has  powerful  motives  of  her  own  for 
chilling  foe  peace:  to  allay  internal 
discontent  against  the  regime:  and  to 
regain  its  place  in  foe  Arab  world  by 
honouring  the  mere  formalities  of 
peace  and  reneging  on  the  content 
and  spirit  of  a  just  peace. 


reoccupy  50  per  cent  of  Sinai  if  Egypt 
honours  only  50  percent  of  foe  peace 
treaty.  On  foe  other  hand.  Egypt  is 
free  to  define  the  content  and  the 
spirit  of  the  peace  it  bestows  on  us  as 
it  pleases. 

Egypt  can  and  will  go  to  war  with 
us  if  and  when  it  suits  its  purpose.  In 
return  for  Sinai,  Yamit,  and  Taba 
(which  will  be  granted  to  Egypt  by 
foe  terms  of  the  negotiations  to 
which  we  have  agreed),  we  have  a 
cease-fire,  an  Israeli  flag  flying  in 
Cairo,  the  privilege  of  contributing 
to  Egyptian  tourism  and  reading  foe 
vicious  anti-Semitic  attacks  on  Israel 
in  the  government-controlled  press, 
and  the  chance  to  die  for  our  country

Sir.  -I  refer  to  some  of  your  recent 
articles  about  mortgages  for  new 
immigrants  and  wish  to  point  out 
that  the;  Ministry  of  Absorption  does 
not  impose  limitations  On  new^  im¬ 
migrants  as  to  the  size  of  the  flat  they 
purchase.  It  must  be  remembered 
that  today's  mortgages  ($40.000 for  a 
family  of  two  to  four  members)  in¬ 
clude  a  gram  of  525,000.  Today, 
mortgages  for  new  immigrants  are 
almost  double  those  given  to  Israelis 
and  conditions  of  repayment  axe 
much  easier  for  them.  Mortgages  for 
Israelis  are  governed  by  certain 
criteria  and  by  the  individual’s  iih 
come,  whereas  the  Ministry  of 
Absorption  does  not  apply  an  in¬ 
come  test  to  new  immigrants,  since  it 
believes  that  Its  purpose  is  to  help  all 
immigrants  to  settle  in  Israel. 
However,  if  a  new  immigrant  has  the 
means  to  buy  a  flat  of  100  to  120 
square  metres  for  instance,  it  is  only, 
fair  that  be  receive  less  than  an 


immigrant  without  such  means.  . 

With  regard  to  South  African 
Jews,  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Government- Jewish  Agency  Coor- 
dmating£bmmittee  under  tbesjoint 
chairmanship  ofthe  Prime  Minister 
and  the  Chairman  at  the  Agency, 
derided  to  bend  the  rules  in  view  of 
the  special  situation.  • 

In  the  last  two  months  since  the 
new  housing  plan  initiated  by  the 
Munster  of  Absorption  was  put  info 
effect,  1,500  immigrants  applied  to 
banks  for  entitlement  certificates 
and  600 of  them  used  them,  whereas 
only  2,000  immigrants  applied  to  the 
banks  in  the  entire  previous  year.
